Present outlook is bright for a resump- 
tion of the experiment, with the eight- 
act bills to be booked wholly from here 
instead of in part from Chicago and 
Los Angeles. 
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June 1 Deadline for Filing 
Of Motorized Circus Briefs 


ICC investigation into co-ordination of rail and motor 
transportation develops much testimony—shows _rail- 
roads thruout country large owners of truck equipment 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—Interstate Commerce Commission 
has fixed June 1 as the deadline for filing briefs in connection with 
investigation now being conducted, and which already has covered 


several months with hearings in 


different sections of the country 


into the co-ordination of rail and motor transportation. Therefore, 


if there are any motorized circus 
interests desiring to get into this 
picture and have not done so up ta 
this time, they have little time to 
lose in filing formal statements 
touching their side of controversy. As- 
suming there are some who may wish to 
file petitions, and who may be pressed 
for time in preparing them and mailing 
them to Washington, it might be a good 
idea for these to telegraph ICC in ad- 
vance of June 1 that petitions are being 
sent. Such messages probably should be 
addressed to Commissioner Ezra Brainard 
Jr., who is conducting the investigation, 
assisted by Examiner Leo J. Flynn. 

In discussing this investigation with a 
representative of The Billboard, Flynn 
recalled that the hearing had been con- 
cluded in March, but that the time be-. 
tween then and June was given in which 
to afford all who may care to do s0 op- 
portunity for filing of briefs. Flynn said 
further that as this investigation has 
developed a vast amount of testimony, 
and as it is one of very great importance, 
there was, of course, no way even of 
predicating the time in which the matter 
would be taken up and decided by the 
Commission as a whole. Further, it is 
not the practice of anyone connected 
with the Commission to seek to indicate 
as to time when a given matter before 
that body will be decided. 

During the long-drawn-out hearings, 
when transportation authorities have 
been given opportunity to present their 
views of the situation, motorized circus 
interests have had their friend at court. 
One of the strong presentations filed in 
connection with their side of question 
was that by Melvin D. Hildreth, chair- 
man of the legislative committee of Cir- 
cus Fans of America. 

A most interesting exhibit filed as a 
part of the record was one of a statistical 
character entered by ICC itself, showing 
extent of investment in motor transpor- 
tation by Class 2 and Class 3 steam 
railroads, electric railroads and water 
carriers. 

Truth is, investigation has developed 
that railroads thruout country already 
are very large owners and operators of 
motorized transport themselves. This 
would seem to prove that they are not 
averse to using public highways when 
the shoe happens to fit their own foot. 
Another thing which probably may get 
into the picture is the tremendous sums 
which have been made available by the 
Federal Government, by the States and 
by local communities, for road building 
during 1931 and 1932. This means hun- 
dreds and hundreds of millions of dollars 
and employment of hundreds of thou- 
sands of workers during the times of de- 
pression. 

The mechanics of the investigation 
from now on will be as follows: Examiner 
Flynn will prepare his report in conjunc- 
tion with and for information of Com- 
missioner Brainard, and latter will in 
turn prepare his report for entire Com- 
mission. Then Commission will go into 
matter, and it may be a year or two— 
nobody knows—before Commission will 
be able to prepare and announce a de- 
cision.

Warner Hangs 


Fire on Flesh 


Next season’s prospects de- 
pend on unions, market 
prices of talent, conditions 


NEW YORK, May 25.—Possi- 
bility of Warner emerging as an 
important user of “flesh” enter- 
tainment in the fall will depend a 
great deal on concessions by labor 
unions, the availability of reason- 
ably priced shows and local busi- 
ness conditions. Dan Michalove, 
Warner theater head, told The 


Billboard he would not venture a 
prediction on the “flesh” prospects for 
next season until about July, but that 
in the meantime he had an open mind 
on the situation and was watching all 
trends. 

Michalove admitted that concessions 
by labor unions would help the chances 
for a “flesh” revival. Danbury, Conn., 
was given as an example of a town that 
was ready for “flesh” shows, but that had 
to drop the idea because the stage over- 
head was too high. If things can be ad- 
justed so that more vaudeville can be 
played, Warner will be ready for the 
move. Houses recently completed and 
that are now being built or planned are 
all large theaters with stages. New houses 
opening this summer are all starting off 
as straight filmers, but this policy is 
temporary and subject to change when 
the new season opens. 

Of this group of new theaters, houses 
in Youngstown and Milwaukee have al- 
ready ben opened, with Morgantown, 
W. Va.; Torrington, Conn.; Nashville, 
Tenn., and Perth Amboy, N. J., lined up 
for summer openings. All of these are 
vaudeville possibilities. 

In the event of vaudeville expansion 
Warner will be at it alone, since the pro- 
posed Warner-Fox small-time circuit 
proposition has grown cold. Fox at- 
tempted to line up a string of houses to 
play trimmed-down F, & M. units, bit 
the unions have remained unresponsive 
to their bids for concessions. Warner 
had been interested in the idea in that 
it had a few spots where “flesh” was 
playable if it could be bought cheap. 

Warner is now booking four-and-a-half 
weeks of vaudeville and one week of 
presentations. It uses Publix units in 
five full-week spots. 


World-Traveled Dog Dies

old Airedale belonging to U. J, (Sport) 
Herrmann, sportsman and owner of the 
Cort Theater, died this week from 
poisoning due to tainted food.

NEW YORK, May 25.—In line with orders for drastic cuts in 
expenses thruout the Paramount-Publix organization, acts scheduled 
to play for the circuit during the summer, as well as the chain’s and 
William Morris office executives, will take slices in salaries un- 


precedented in the history of the 
Publix economy wave has already 
begun. The slices in the salaries 
of every employee of the picture 
company and its theater circuit 
subsidiary will range from 5 to 25 
per cent, dependent upon the amount 
earned. Performers who have already 
been contracted for units that will play 
the Publix route thru June, July and 
August are being cut 25 per cent and 
more. Paramount-Publix expects a sav- 
ing of from three to five milfion dollars 
thru these operation and production ex- 
pense cuts. 

Trimming on the stage end also en- 
tails the ensembles, which are outside 
produced and trained and then sold to 
Publix for a fixed amount. Producers of 
these have been notified as to what cut 
they are to expect. 

According to authoritative sources both 
in and out of Publix, the cutting of the 
talent salaries will affect only those per- 
formers in the Class A units, which play 
for 14 weeks, starting In New Haven and 
winding up in Chicago. At the latter 
spot the presentations are rehashed on 
a much cheaper scale and then sent over 
the shorter Class B route. 

Cuts will be instituted in Toronto and 
continue for the rest of the Class A 
route, a total of eight weeks. First five 
or six weeks of the tour, it being up to 
the Brooklyn Paramount's desires whether 
there is an extra week or not, will be on 
a full-salary basis. 

Towns the stage shows will play on full 
budget are New Haven, Boston, New York, 
Brooklyn (?) and Jersey City. Cut weeks 
will be Toronto, Buffalo, Pittsburgh, 
Toledo, Detroit, Indianapolis, St. Louis 
and Chicago. 

Due to the clause in its contracts mak- 
ing possible the cancellation of an act 
or any other part of a presentation with 
a two weeks’ notice clause, Publix can 
ask performers to take a salary trimming, 
or else.

$150,000 will be cut by $37,500; Eugene 
J. Zukor’s $75,000 by $18,750, and 
Emanuel Cohen’s $52,000 by $13,000. 


Shuberts May Switch 
Openings in Chicago 


CHICAGO, May 23.—It has been an- 
nounced that the Messrs. Shubert have 
decided upon Saturday night openings 
here for their musicals. Whether they 
really intend to follow this plan or are 
merely using it as publicity for Meet My 
Sister, which opens tonight, is uncertain. 

At any rate the announcement has 
stirred up considerable discussion. Lloyd 
Lewis, drama critic of The Daily News, 
thinks the plan a good one. “For years,” 
he says, “the players have complained 
that crowds at Sunday night premieres 
in Chicago are slower of wit, louder of 
tongue, lower of taste than opening audi. 
ences on other nights.” 

“Much of this used to be due to the 
hoodlums and gangsters, who delighted 
to swell down to their first-row seats and 
out around the lobbies at Sabbath in- 
augurals. Lately they have not been so 
conspicuous, but it has been all I could 
do, many times the last season, to write 
about the stage people rather than the 
Sunday night bedlamites.”

Drive 
will be launched next week and 
will be carried on vigorously until 
Commissioner Geraghty is con- 
vinced that the offices known to 
be abusing helpless performers are either 
put out of the running or forced to regu- 
late their methods to meet with the de- 
mands of the commissioner and his in- 
spectors. 

Commissioner Geraghty is all hot and 
bothered about conditions in the indie 
ficid, and in an exclusive interview with 
a Biliboard representative indicated that 
he knows more about specific cases of 
wrongdoing in this branch of the busi- 
ness than has been popularly believed. 
His indignation at conditions is exceeded 
only by his anger at performers who thus 
far have not been co-operating with his 
department in its routine attempts 
help them by bringing malefactors to the 
bar of justice. 

Conferences between Commissioner 
Geraghty and his aides were held several 
times this week with a view toward 
mapping out a line of action. War against 
gyps has been officially declared, and 
from now on there will be no letup until 
tangible results have been achieved.

Managers as 
Homebuilders 


Fox West Coast head moves 
to prevent constant shift- 
ing—other angles 


LOS ANGELES, May 25.— 
Oscar §. Oldknow, Fox West 
Coast theater head, has moved to 
stop the constant shifting of man- 
agers and has declared a new 
policy of encouraging and making 
it possible for managers and their 
families to have permanent homes. 
In his statement to the men in 


the field, Oldknow declared that 
“There has been too much shifting about 
of men. The uprooting of families 
which this entails is almost invariably a 
hardship and the management feels that 
it is an unnecessary hardship.” 

Fox West Coast’s new policy is an im- 
portant move to humanize the work of 
the house manager, who has always been 
expected, according to show business 
traditions, to live the life of a gypsy. 
Managers have also been expected to 
work day and night, leaving little time 
for family and community life. Oldknow 
declared that he did not believe in this 
sort of thing and that the halting of 
this shifting about of managers will be 
the first step toward “making the life 
of a theater manager that of a human 
being, with plenty of play for his family 
ties, his affections and his human right 
to time for relaxation.” 

Oldknow will do everything possible to 
arrange for managers having a per- 
manent home, enabling their families 
to take root as normal families and giv- 
ing the managers a chance to work up 
to a real standing in the community. 
It is expected that the valuable connec- 
tions that the managers will make as 
citizens of the community and aside from 
show business will enable them to be- 
come more of an asset to Fox. 


Three Sailors Lose 
Their Billing Battle 


NEW YORK, May 23.—After two days 
of arbitration, the Three Sailors opened 
yesterday at the Capitol when the Joint 
Complaint Bureau ruled that a verbal 
agreement on billing is not binding, 
while a signed contract for a date must 
be adhered to.

When the news of Tishman’s resigna- 
tion spread on the Sixth Floor, the gist 
of the hushed exclamations was: “The 
fireworks have begun!”

Private Club Work Least Hit; 
Looks Good for Next Season 


NEW YORK. May 25.—Of all branches 
in which performers of vaudeville caliber 
have been turning to as a means of 
keeping the wolf away from tne door, 
private club work was the least hit by 
general depression during the season just 
ended. This optimistic statement is 
based on a survey of the leading factors 
in this branch and carries with it prog- 
nosis that next season wlil afford far 
better opportunities for those confined to 
this branch, either as artists or so-called 
booking agents. 

Private club work in this summary is 
differentiated from cabaret work by 
those proffering the ensemble of infor- 
mation. And the Pollyannas of this field 
are pretty finicky about pointing out 
this distinction at all times. 

While private club work was not hit 
as bad as other performing branches, it 
is agreed, however, that individuals, both 
artists and agents, might not have wound 
up their seasons so well because of the 
invasion of the ranks by harrassed 
vaudevillians who rarely played clubs be- 
fore and vaude agents turning to this 
end when finding themselves up against 
the wall in the selling of acts for theater 
work. 

The 20-odd members of the Entertain- 
ment Managers’ Association, who at one 
time controlled the class club bookings 
out of this center, found themselves 
pitted in recent months against vaude 
agents who worked like Trojans to line 
up bookings and were not the least bit 
hesitant in underselling all competition 
by working themselves for coffee-and- 
cake and, when they could get away 
with it, making performers carry the 
short end instead. 

Another distracting note in the sym- 
phony of EMA members retaining their 
hold in their own field was the yen many 
clubs and societies appeared to have this 
past season for putting on their own 
shows, composed of home talent, or run- 
ing theater parties as an alternative. 
Dyed-in-the-wool club agents confess 


that they are up against it in trying to 
buck theater-party-minded organizations, 
but the home-talent proposition will 
prove a bocmerang for them, they feel. 
This is explained by the fact proven on 
many occasions in former seasons that 
when an crganization runs its own show 
as a novelty it is not tempted to repeat 
the performance the following season. 
Its officers or entertainment committee 
people learn by this experience what it 
means to put on a show that will really 
entertain and are glad to turn the fol- 
lowing year for this sort of thing to 
people who make a specialty of putting 
on shows. Besides, there is the old truth 
of being amused by the stage antics of 
a friendly amateur once, but being in- 
curably bored by a repetition. 


Some action might be taken by the 
EMA, according to an inside source, to 
regulate club booking as regards compe- 
tition from outside agents. The vaude 
agents who have been clogging the pri- 
vate club field might be responsible for 
many organizations dropping the idea of 
running shows altogether in the future. 
These inexperienced agents are accused 
cf putting on unsatisfactory shows and 
thus prejudicing organizations against 
the real club agents who are already 
making attempts to solicit them for 
shows next fall. 


Al Madru, chairman of the board of 
governors of the Peonies, is also of the 
opinion that amateur minstrel shows, 
which have been cutting in to some 
extent on private club work by profes- 
sionals, will be instrumental in sending 
organizations back to agents for talent 
next season. Madru also concurs in the 
opinion that private club entertainers 
have not been hit as bad as those devot- 
ing themselves to other fields. Madru's 
opinions carry authority because of his 
position as head of the only performers’ 
organization in the vicinage. One that 
is more active than ever and boasts of 
a membership exceeding 550. 


HEN Marcus Loew made his un- 


timely exit from this worldly scene 

he left a fortune in money and 
something less tangible, an organization 
composed of men who feel themselves 
part of one big family. And including 
among their number individuals who 
regard an aspersion, Overt or uninten- 
tional, against their “big family” as 
something personal. It is good to see 
this spirit manifesting itself in all its 
intensity some years after the original 
standard bearer.has passed on. 

Let us illustrate. Two weeks ago old 
Billybey scooped the town with a story 
of the Loew Circuit granting its man- 
agers and assistants a weekly day off. 
The wording of the lead paragraph, we 
now discover, was ill-chosen. It referred 
to the granting of the concession “after 
years of internal agitation” on the part 
of managers. While conceding that the 
story was correct in other details, the 
Loew boys raised a furor about the 
“agitation” allusion. They made it very 
plain that there was no ‘internal agita- 
tion or dissension or. even any great 
amount of discussion about managers 
getting a day off weekly. And in sub- 
stantiation of this denial they pointed 
to Loew’s generosity in the matter of 
giving managers their salaries while ill 
and otherwise maintaining a relationship 
that is strictly human. These factors 
alone, they added, caused managers to 
be proud of working seven days a week. 

We are sorry to have created the wrong 
impression. Particularly as it concerned 
an organization such as is being main- 
tained by those who worked side by side 
for years with the late Marcus Loew. It 
is an undisputed fact that Charles C, 
Moskowitz, Loew's general theater repre- 
sentative, brought about the weekly day- 
off plan after much effort and as a 
surprise to those assembled at the meet- 
ing at which the announcement was 
made. The plan was made possible, it 
is now explained, because Loew succeeded 
in lining up a complete staff of relief 
managers and more capable assistant 


managers.

This might be the proper place to com- 
ment on a phase of the Loew organiza- 
tion younger showmen might know little 
about. The Loew Circuit has indubi- 
tably the highest percentage of old-time 
employees in the show business today. 
Thru the ups and downs of 25 years it 
is surprising (and not without gratifica- 
tion to those in the organization) how 
many managers and executives remain 
on the payroll. Scores of its high of- 
ficials were once office boys, bookkeepers 
and ushers, starting back in the days 
when Marcus Loew launched the circuit 
that is now nation-wide. In the roil of | 
house executives are men who are round- 
ing out 10, 15 and 20 years of service 
with the company. Instead of the hard, 
strictly-business corporation spirit, Loew 
maintains the old “Marcus Loew atti- 
tude” of friendly, human relationships. 
First names are used among the older 
men regardless of rank, and family 
troubles interest the higher executives 
because employees are friends and not 
merely numbers on the payroll. Certain 
other circuits please copy.

Last time Arnold Johnson and his 
orchestra were given a “new act” review 
was in 1927. For his information, show 
business has changed since then to the 
extent that a band act’s chances in 
vaude at the present time are practically 
nil. This goes for RKO at least. 

Trend away from bands came not only 
because of their minor draw value, but 
also because of the inauguration of 
novelty overtures in a good many of the 
RKO houses. This by the. pit band and 
at no heavier nut.

Slow portion of the act is in the clos- 
ing, when 10 of the band draw parts of 
a lake scene on so many sections of 
canvas while Johnson plays the piano for 
a vocal bit by the remaining member of 
the band. Finished boards are hung on 
a fly line to give the finished effecc. 
About the only bit Johnson has re- 
tained from his 1927 act is the radio 
bit, with him operating the dials on 
the apron while the rest of the act 
messes up the burlesqued broadcastinz 
behind a scrim. 

Reception here in the closing berth 
was good.

Incom- 
patibility of the parties concerned is 
given as the principal reason why the 
impending merger might not be a per- 
manent one. 

So far as Is known little or no progress 
was made this past week in negotiations 
between Herk and Billy Minsky and Joe 
Weinstock. From sources close to Herk 
comes the word that the standard 
beaver of Mutual is more incensed than 
had been thought over the egotistical 
utterances believed to have been given 
out to newspapermen on various oc- 
casions by the other side. Persons who 
know Herk intimately realize that there 
will never be peace in the new house- 
hold, should it become a reality, if 
Minsky and Weinstock persist in making 
themselves distasteful to Herk by their 
insistence upon referring to themselves 
as the leading spirits in the enterprise. 

Whatever takes place—the reorganiza- 
tion of the present Mutual Circuit or 
the formation of a new Columbia Cir- 
cuit—Herk will stand pat on the re- 
quirement that he be the boss of the 
works. Herk’s allies declare that the cir- 
cuit head will not countenance an ar- 
rangement that calls for his assignment 
to operation and routing, as the Minsky- 
Weinstock combo indicated. Herk will 
either assume all responsibility and 
supervise everything or there will not 
be a new circuit, with the operators of 
the Republic as coparticipants. 

Mutual shuts its houses down for the 
season the week of May 25. Until the 
present season is wrapped up and filed 
away Herk will not take any steps toward 
reorganizing his office. Activity along 
this line will start the first week in 
June and from then on there should be 
a steady flow of authentic news regard- 
ing the new circuit. Herk’s hands are 
tied in regard to scrapping Mutual or 
assuming new obligations for the outfit 
untfl the board and stockholders’ meet- 
ing the middle of June, however.

Stock Review 


Star, Brooklyn 


(Reviewed Wednesday Evening, May 20) 


Having clapped the lid down for the 
season at the Gayety, Harold Raymond 
moved bag and baggage to Papa Sam 
Raymond's Star for a late-season stock 
try, this being the first week. The Star 
washed up with circuit shows for the 
season last week, but the Gayety gave 
up the ghost several weeks earlier, re- 
verting to stock, which appeared to get 
better breaks from ‘*illiamsburg patron- 
age. In moving here Harold brings a 
certain degree of the zip and sparkle 
that have characterized Gayety shows the 
past week, using most of the principals 
of Gayety vintage and backing them 
with a swell-looking line. 

In protracting the Star’s season the 
Raymonds deny they are getting much 
else out of the proposition than rent. 
In an intermission spiel Harold told the 
patrons about the plan, stressing that it 
is up to them to keep the performers 
working a couple more weeks. He de- 
cried the quality of circuit shows that 
were booked into the house, but alibied 
that the management had to take what 
was given them because of its wheel 
tieup. Raymond promised better shows 
next season, however, with a new circuit 
being planned, et cetera. Harold is a 
great show salesman; speaks convinc- 
ingly and wins sympathy thru his out- 
spoken style and apparent abhorrence of 
theatricalisms in his runway talks. We 
noted this admirable quality during his 
hectic season at the Gayety, where his 
augmentation of circuit shows disguised 
these to the extent that the original 
productions were unrecognizable. 


This bill, tagged The Parisian Models, 
does not possess an even tempo. Starts 
at something like a snail’s pace, but 
gathers momentum as it unwinds. 
Which might be better, and surely more 
appreciated, than if the speed factor 
were distributed equally thruout the 
three solid hours of running time. 


Comics are Harry Stratton, Hebe; 
Benny (Wop) Moore, dialectic non- 
descript, and Charles (Red) Marshall. 


Tom Bundy, who put on the scenes, also 
jumps in for some line handling. Bundy 
does a swell job both ways. Murray 
Leonard, long a favorite on the Raymond 
staff. is the straight standout and more 
or less of a comedian on occasion. 
Leonard has a forceful, likable style and, 
as oft stated previously, should find a 
spot for himself easily outside of burly- 
cue any ‘time. Danny Edwards, a plump 
boy, is used in scenes as a_ valuable 
stooge, but is here. primarily for his 
high-pitched warbles. This boy has a 
good delivery that can stand plenty of 
coaching as regards phrasing and breath- 
ing control. These items fixed up. he 
should pan out as a songster much in 
demand in these circles. And with 
proper training and experience the way 
is open for him to land as a fat-boy 
comic. 

Hattie Beall is the show's talking 
woman and one of the best we have 
seen around in some time. Hattie is a 
little past squab rating, but a flashy 
looker and adept at grinds and bumps 
when these are on the menu. Edna 
(Cha-chee) Dee and Mae Brown are the 
featured stripping soubs., altho the 
Jordan Sisters (Jean and Joan) claim 
considerable attention by virtue of their 
stripping duos. Other strippers, recruited 
from the line, are Dolores Dawn and 
Lois Wray. They meet requirements. 

While atmospheric backgrounds are 
few and far between in scenes, the 
capable comics create illusions of locale 
satisfactorily A session between Red 
Marshall and Tom Bundy, programed as 
Ducking a Ticket, is a gem of broad 
humor. It should be a wow with stag 
audiences anywhere. With most of the 
principals attuned to one another's style, 
there is room for plenty of ad libbing 
that is far funnier than script stuff. 
Single posing number is well staged and 
embellished by flashy props. Business 
at this show was way off. but explained 
as a sharp decline from preceding nights.

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Q’ N eill Sees Legit Rebirth; 


From America, Not Europe 


Enthusiastic over revival of “flesh”—says Old World 
looks to us for dynamic ideas and drama of future— 
describes new play—no masks or asides 


NEW YORK, May 23.—Altho Henry Bernstein seems to 
think that legitimate is doomed and that movies will eventually re- 
place the speaking stage in the hearts of theatergoers, Eugene 


O’Neill has an entirely different idea. 


Bernstein came to America 


from his native France to polish up his “Melo,” which the Shuberts 


were having trouble with in 
Brooklyn, and O’Neill returned 
to his native country after a three- 
year absence from France, where 


he has just completed his latest 
and most pretentious play for the Guild, 
Mourning Becomes Electra. And while 
Bernstein was pessimistic about the 
future of all legitimate stages, O’Neill 
was particularly enthusiastic. 

O'Neill thinks that the rebirth in the 
vheater 1s definitely coming, and that it 
is coming from America and not from 
Europe. He frankly admitted that when 
he departed from these shores three years 
ago his ideas were different. He thought, 
like most Americans, that the European 
theater had something on us, but now 
O'Neill returns to tell us that other 
countries are looking our way for progress 
in the theater, that the European thea- 
ters are “flat” and that in another year 
when his lease on his French chateau 
expires he will return to America to live 
and work. 

If there were any doubt as to O’Neill’s 
sincerity the playwright followed up by 
stating that he has five years’ work out- 
lined, and that he plans on going for- 
ward with his experiments with masks, 
which he used to such advantage in The 
Great God Brown. He is also interested 
to see how his latest play, on which he 
has been working “like a Trappist monk” 
for one-and-a-half years, and which in- 
cludes neither masks nor asides, will be 
accepted. 

O'Neill said that the greatest benefit 
he had derived from living abroad was 
the ability to see his own country in a 
clearer light and appreciate it more. 

“Most people who travel abroad,” said 
O'Neill, “got the sort of snobbish idea 
that they are coming in contact with 
something superior. I don’t feel that 
way. I have talked with a great many 
people in the theater over there—I don’t 
mean the critics, but the people who are 
working in it. They feel that it is flat, 
tired out. They feel that we have some- 
thing dynamic and that if we can get 
their cultural background the rebirth of 
the theater is not going to happen over 
there—in Europe—but here. So do I.” 

In discussing Mourning Becomes Elec- 
tra, the author said it was three separate 
plays about the same people over a 
period of two years from 1865 to 1867. 
The setting, a New England seaport town, 
where clipper ships were built before the 
Civil War. There are three leading women 
characters and three important men 
characters. Home Coming is title of first 
play; The Hunted, the second, and The 
Haunted, the third. Scenery, O’Neill ex- 
plained, will be very simple 

When conferences concerning Mourn- 
ing Becomes Electra have been com- 
pleted O'Neill and his wife, Carlotta 
Monterey, will go to San Francisco and 
spend the early part of the summer with 
her relatives. 

O'Neill was quite emphatic in stating 
that he will not do any work for the 
“talkies.” He stated that he had seen 


but two talking pictures. 


A Degree Wiser 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 23.— 
Graduates of Professor Baker’s 
drama classes at Yale will be 


awarded Master of Fine Arts degree 
commencing in June. New wrinkle 
calls for three years’ study rather 
than two as formerly. But what's 
one more year in the life of a play- 
wright!

Irving Kaye Davis on Trial 


For Kidding 


NEW YORK, May 23.—Irving _ 
Davis, playwright, whose Veils flopped at 
the Forrest in March of 1928 after seven 
performances, whose one-character opus 
Courtesan, folded last spring after four, 
and who now has one that is supposed 
to take place entirely in the lobby of 
the theater, is still feeling the results of 
the Veils production. He is being tried 
in General Sessions for alleged misrepre- 
sentation in having gotten his landlady 
to invest eight grand in the show. The 
presentation was on March 13. 

Landlady in question is Mrs. Lillian 
B. Mason, and, according to her story, 
Davis already owed her 1,400-buck bill 
for room and board when he came thru 
with the bright idea for the play. Mrs. 
Mason, unlike most landladies, listened 
to his pleas, and when she heard him 
say that Lee Shubert had offered him 30 
grand for production rights (which he 
turned down) and that Adolph Zukor, 
head of Paramount, had raised a 40 
grand offer for movie rights to $80,000, 
she was only too happy to be taken in 
on the ground floor. Davis, according to 
the story, was only too happy to take her. 

What may have hurt worst of all, how- 
ever, was Davis’ insistence that she be- 


come wardrobe mistress for the show. 


An offer for a hundred a week was 
turned down, but when he promised 
$200 (which should make her quite a 
wardrobe mistress) she succumbed. 
When she got to Worcester, Mass., with 
the show on tryout the stage manager 
told her that only a union member

could be wardrobe ma’am. There fol- 
lowed disillusion and not a cent of the 
200 bucks per week. 

George Stevenson, formerly with opera 
productions and in a position to know 
better, also testified he’d been taken in 
Davis, he said, pulled the same line with 
him, adding to the Shubert-Zukor offers 
the fact that he himself had spent 26 
grand for scenery. Stevenson came thru 
with $3,500. 

Shubert and Zukor both came to court 
and testified for the State. Shubert said 
that he had spoken to Davis about the 
show and had consented to its produc- 
tion in Forrest Theater. Otherwise he 
had no connection with it.. Zukor said 
that he’d never seen either Davis or 
the play. 

Defense started with Aaron Snyder, 
who was billed as producer of Veils. He 
said that Davis had approached him for 
backing, which he shelled out, but that 
he had never mentioned either Shubert 
or Zukor. Jacob Weiser, who produces 
sometimes himself, said that he had 
negotiated on behalf of Shubert for 500- 
buck option on show, which Davis re- 
fused. Davis himself also. testified 
yesterday and told of various conferences 
with Shubert. That’s as far as things 
have gotten at present writing. 

But perhaps the sorriest part of the 
business for Mrs. Mason is the fact that 
Davis said that Alfred E. Smith, John 
J. Raskob, Norma Talmadge and Jos Jh 
Schenck would be at the premiere. None 
of them showed up. 


‘Smiles’ Seore 
Brings Suit 


Ziegfeld hits Youmans for 
200 grand—signs agree- 
ment, raps Guild 


NEW YORK, May 23. — Flo- 
renz Ziegfeld signed new mini- 
mum basic agreement of Dram- 
atists’ Guild this week, thus 
leaving only George White and 
the Shuberts as yet out in the 
cold, but at same time he an- 
nounced that he was instituting 
civil suit against Vincent You- 
mans, composer and member of 
Guild, for 200 grand. Suit hinges on 
Youmans’ failure to come thru with 
scores for Ziegfeld’s huge floppo, Smiles, 
and producer said he hadn't signed 
agreement before because he was waiting 
for Dramatists’ Guild to take some action 
on complaint.

De- 
pression probably one of reasons, but 
most definite is ever-increasing difficulty 
to get a show over unless it has real 
merit. In past many shows came up 
from nowhere and lingered long enough 
to repay those financially interested, but 
present conditions make it necessary for 
show to display real stuff to stick at ail.

Brass Ankle, by DuBose Heyward, co- 
author of Porgy, and with no less a the- 
atrical light than Alice Brady in the 
leading role, opened at the Masque Thea- 
ter April 23. It was a provocative study 
of miscegenation in the, South, a bit 
heavy for the usual springtide fare, but 
vital, interesting, well produced and 
splendidly acted. It seemed to be doing 
very nicely at its $3 top—not sensation- 
ally by any means, but well enough to 
cover expenses. Last week, before the 
prices hit the chute, it played to about 
six grand, which should have been 
enough to cover it. 


It may be that Elliott saw his show 
fading slowly out of the picture; it may 
be that he realized that something radi- 
cal had to be done to resuscitate it. It’s 
highly probably that both premises are 
true. But instead of asking salary cuts, 
which has been the usual method in the 
past, he amnounced price cuts. The 
move, no matter why it was made, was a 
canny one. Business on Brass Ankle 
immediately picked up, and it now looks 
as tho it would make more money at 
two bucks a seat than it did at three 

And, no matter why the move was 
made, it is important to the legitimate 
theater. The experiment is being watched 
with huge interest. If it’s at all success- 
ful, it will probably mean that playgoers 
can again go to a legit show without 
busting open baby’s bank or stopping 
payments on the piano. 

Elliott announced the move on Mon- 
day in big display ads. Ads may have 
been dictated by a shrewd advertising 
insight—it’s certain that that entered 
into them to a certain extent—but no 
matter how or why they were written 
they contain more than a germ of truth. 
They're worth quoting—at least in part: 

“How you go to the theater at all is a 
puzzle beyond my understanding—with 
the confusion created by advanced rate 
ticket brokers, cut-rate ticket brokers, 
‘two for ones,’ alleged advertising ‘priv- 
lege price’ throwaways—God knows 
what all! 

“How you afford it I do not know! 

“I wonder now what the kids of today 
do—how they can afford to go to the 
theater. A $10 bill means nothing any 
more. 

“A great many things have got to be 


done in the theater—everything must 
come down. But somebody has got to 
start it.” 


It all may be nothing but shrewd ad- 
vertising and a bid for publicity (which 
is just what it’s getting in The Bill- 
board), but there’s plenty in it all the 
same. It says a Jot more that there isn't 
room to quote—among other things, 4 
plea to buy tickets direct from the box 
office and save a broker’s fee. After all, 
brokers can keep in business only be- 
cause the public is willing to pay the 
extra tax. If theatergoers refused to 


shell out, no matter how many seats the 
box office allotted the brokens, the brok-

ers would go out of business. And the 
box offices that kept on allotting seats 
might go out of business then, too. But 
the public must stop touring the broker- 
ages first. 

Elliott’s point about the kids is espe- 
cially well taken. Kids of today are the 
regular theatergoers of tomorrow. And, 
because of the relative prices as much as 
anything else, they're all at present being 
made fodder for the cinema sinks. 

More power to Elliott and his experi- 
ment.

Shoe-Stringing Hits Slide; 


Few Able To 


NEW YORK, May 23.—Shoestringers 
showed marked decline in theater during 
months of April and May, their most 
active months, of this year as compared 
with same months of last year. De- 
pression probably one of reasons, but 
most definite is ever-increasing difficulty 
to get a show over unless it has real 
merit. In past many shows came up 
from nowhere and lingered long enough 
to repay those financially interested, but 
present conditions make it necessary for 
show to display real stuff to stick at ail. 
There isn’t a halfway mark any more. 
Either a show has it or it hasn't. 


Months of April and May of last sea- 
son produced 12 shoe-string shows, of 
which two alone attained any kind of 
runs at all, and they only because of the 
most incredible type of ticket distribut- 
ing and price cutting. Other 10 found 
Broadway competition too keen and ex- 
penses too high even during off season 
when house rentals are lowest and cast- 
ing agents’ offices ere flooded with actors. 
Three shows presented during stated 
period last year were produced under 
author’s management. These included 


Stand Gaff 


Charles Brown’s The Traitor, Alexander 
Gerry’s Penal Law 2010, and Oh, Pro- 
fessor, by Edward Harris. Penal Law was 
most “Successful, piling up a run of 19 
performances. 


Last year’s experience must have had 
its effect on ambitious amateur pro- 
ducers, for only eight popped their heads 
up during same period this year. Of 
that number but one was produced by 
author and one other author posted bond 
for cast of his show. Last season’s 12 
averaged runs of about threé weeks apiece 
due to lengthy runs of two, while this 
year’s crop, with two exceptions, were 
chopped down as soon as their heads pro- 
truded. One has been using freak pub- 
licity, such as putting on scenes from 
play in night clubs and having same 
broadcast over air thru night-club sta- 
tion. 


With shoestringing falling off a quarter 
in one season, and failure awaiting those 
courageous enough to make a stab at it, 
looks as tho standard of productions will 
be on the up, and the general public far 
less likely to get sucked in on something 
not worth seeing. 


in a plea for reduction in railroad 
rates for touring companies.

With the huge success of The Mikado 
in its two week’s revival at his hands, 
Milton Aborn has decided to add three 
more Gilbert and Sullivan operettas to 
his scheduled season of four. When it’s 
Said that The Mikado was a huge suc- 
cess, it’s putting things mildly. For the 
revival led the town during its run, and 
from the looks of things Pinafore, the 
Second of the productions, is all set to do 
likewise. At present writing there are 
rumors afoot saying that Aborn may 
bring his company in for a full season 
next year. More power to him! 

Pinajore, as put on by the Civic outfit, 
is even better than their production of 
The Mikado. If the readers of that re- 
view remember, there were just two 
drawbacks to the production. One was 
fuzzy diction and the other was the 
extra stuff with which Frank Moulan 
Saw fit to encumebr Gilbert. It is this 
department's pleasant duty to report 
that both drawbacks have been cleared 
up. Diction was surprisingly good and 
80 was Moulan. He was, in fact, splendid 
as Sir Joseph Porter. 

Keeping his two buck top, Aborn is 
giving the customers by long odds the 
best bet for their money in town. Even 
the standees, who throng the Erlanger at 
every performance, think so. As may 
have been remarked before, his Pinafore 
is a constant delight. It is Pinafore pro- 
duced in just about the way that Pina- 
jore should be produced. Than which 
the praise of this department can get 
no higher. 

The production was marked, among 
other things, by the return to the stage 
of Fay Templeton in the part of But- 
tercup. She surely needs no introduc- 
tion. With her voice still clear and 
beautiful, with the old-time vivacity 
lurking about her eyes and spilling over 
the footlights into the hearts of the 
audience, she sang Gilbert and Sullivan 
as it should be sung. She was grand. 

Frank Moulan, as indicated, more than 
made up as the Lord High Admiral for 
any deficiencies he may have shown as 
the Lord High Executioner. Putting it 
mildly, he was as good as Ernest Law- 
ford might have been, and up to now 
Lawford has held your scribe’s record 
for Herr Gilbert’s Lord High What Have 
Yous. 

Howard Marsh's diction seemed in- 
finitely clearer than it was in The 
Mikado, and he indulged in some splen- 
did Gilbert and Sullivan tomfoolery. 
William C. Gordon still possesses one of 
light opera's best basso profundos. Ethel 
Clark was as charming as ever. And

Joseph Macaulay, a new recruit to the 
Civic ranks, smiled his way perfectly 
thru the part of the Pinafore’s noble 
captain. If this review is beginning to 
sound too much like an unconditional 
rave it’s not the fault of your reviewer; 
it’s the fault of the cast and the well- 
nigh perfect performances that they 
gave. And Macaulay was by no means 
near the bottom of the heap. He was 
practically at the topmast head. 

Only weak spot, in fact, was Ruth Alt- 
man, who seemed to remember a bit too 
well her brief days in Luana. She was 
for the most part extremely blurred in 
her diction, which is all well enough in 
musical comedies and the lyrics that 
they possess, but not at all well in Savoy 
singing. But her voice was splendid and 
in the speaking parts she caught the 
spirit of the piece very nicely.

Billy Rose’s Crazy Quilt, which is flut- 
tering from the Forty-Fourth Street 
clothes line, is a followup, needless to 
say, on the same gentleman’s Sweet and 
Low. At one time they contemplated 
calling it Sweeter and Lower, but, provi- 
dentially, that plan was abandoned. It 
stands today as a very crazy Crazy Quilt, 
entertaining, catchy, enjoyable and once 
in a while refreshingly vulgar. It makes 
full use of the well-known talents of 
Fanny Brice, it wisely spotlights both the 
acumen and the accordion of Phil Baker, 
and it not so wisely slides over the offer- 
ings of Ted Healy, who is this depart- 
ment’s pick for comedy’s coo-cooest 
clown. 

A good alternative title for the show 
might be The Battle of the Stooges. For 
Healy’s young army of them, including 
the Little Casino and what you will of 
The Gang’s All Here, are set off against 
Phil Baker’s lone, leathern-voiced, stage- 
boxed foil. And, much as your scribe 
likes the bald-domed master of the mug- 
wumps, it must be reported that the 
army doesn’t come off any too well. Time 
and again it is Baker’s full-moon face, 
slowly rising behind the hills of his ac- 
cordion, and the stentorian tones that 
drop down from the stage box that give 
Crazy Quilt the craziness that makes it 
the grand entertainment it is. 

Healy, as remarked before, isn’t given 
enough to do. Baker makes the show 
because Baker is spotted to make it. But 
Baker, going as he goes in this one, 


would make any show, no matter how he 
was spotted. If Healy were handed 
enough to keep him busy, Herr Rose 
would have two good shows on his hands. 

Fanny Brice also is prominent in the 
proceedings. She’s Fanny Brice thru- 
out, and that’s all that need be said. If 
she’s a little less than perfect when she 
Peter Pans it about the stage in a badly 
chosen number, she more than makes up 
for it during the rest of the evening. 

Show started a bit slowly in its first 
few numbers, but it picked up rapidly, 
and from then on went at a great rate, 
except when it was temporarily slowed 
by, as M. Balieff might put it, the “sink- 
ink of sad sonks.” When Crazy Quilt 
went crazy it went vith a vengeance— 
and, for that matter, so did the audi- 
ence. It is at the rowdy, mad, haruim- 
Scarum speed that Rose and his players 
shine, and, praise be, they keep to that 
speed most of the time. Which makes 
things plenty enjoyable. ‘ 

Songs, by Signor Rose and what the 
program briefly but politely calls “His 
Friends,” are catchy, tinkly tunes for 
the most part, and some of them are 
sure-fire hits. Sing a Little Jingle and 
In the Merry Month of Maybe are a 
brace that should be both heard and 
heard from. 

Featured and merely programed per- 
formers keep up the good work of the 
stars. Lew Brice ig the brother of Fanny. 
Ethel Norris does well by her numbers. 
Gomez and Winona waltz in the ap- 
proved Gomez and Winona manner. An 
adagio team called Stewart and Vale 
are good if you like adagio teams. And 
Tamara performs to the accompaniment 
of the inimitable accordion of the inimi- 
table Mr. Baker. 

Young ladies of the ensemble are fresh, 
sprightly, willing and full of pep. So is 
the show.

Robert V. Newman knew what he was 
doing when he engaged Arthur Sinclair 
for the leading role in Old Man Murphy. 
With Sinclair it’s a grand little comedy 
to pass away a hot summer evening, but 
without him it would have been just 
another Irish-Jew comic strip farce. 
Play is work of Patrick Kearney and 
Harry Wagstaff Gribble, and they know 
their Irish. 

Authors have taken story of a once 
ordinary Irish family named Murphy, 
who have graduated to better things and 
changed their name to Murfree. When 
the head of the family decides to run 
for mayor of the small town in which 
they live they discover that those who 
“knew him when” think he’s gone high- 
hat, and refuse to vote for him. He’s in 
a bad way when his father, who is every- 
thing a comic strip Irishman stands for, 
comes in from Ireland to help his son 
win the election. Father goes to son's 
old stamping ground, “The Patch,” and 
wins it over to his son’s side. There's 
also something about a better arrange- 
ment for marriage for new mayor's 
daughter, which, in a play like this, 
means that the Irish are sticking togeth- 
er even in marriage. 

Show has its comic angles and Arthur 


Sinclair is the man to put them over to 
best advantage. Performance he's giving 
at Royale is about the best thing in 
town at this writing. Maire O'Neill, as 
Widow Donovan, does a great job of her 
part. Roy Roberts, Henry O'Neill, Ger- 
trude Fowler and Peggy Conklin also 
turn in grand performances, which is 
another way of saying that this show 
belongs to the cast rather than to any 
great play afforded them. 

Play should attract those who go in 
for good Irish fun, for its subject matter 
is well known to everybody. If it’s any- 
thing a true son of Ireland hates it’s 
somebody who changes his name from 
the original or pronounces a good Irish 
name in some modern way. And if it’s 
anything the same Irishman loves it’s to 
see such persons ridiculed for their fool- 
ishness.

So if you 
don’t want to be taken back that far 
you'd better not bother with this latest 
effort of the brothers Linder. It’s as out 
of date as a 1900 Rogers’ Peet clothing 
ad. 

Curtain goes up on Sicilian home on 
lower East Side in New York, where a 
scream tells audience that a girl’s honor 
is being ruined by a fiendish racketeer 
uncle. Girl is engaged to marry another, 
and when family discovers what has hap- 
pened they all set out to avenge the 
wrong. Hence the title The Honor Code. 
After a lot of dramatic waltzing around 
in the second act the uncle is finally 
stabbed to death before curtain rises on 
third act. That immediately puts play 
into mystery class, for everybody wants 
to be the murderer, and the dear old 
police captain, who is out to win a pro- 
motion by his work on this case, has 
quite a task eliminating the self-con- 
fessed murderers. Turns out that real 
murderer was—but why go into that, 
maybe there’s somebody who wants to 
solve it for himself. 

Large cast overacted an overwritten 
show which is one sure way of getting 
bad results. E. L. Fernandez, as the 
uncle, is particularly offensive along this 
line. Betty Kashman, who, until recent- 
ly, was a student at American Academy 
of Dramatic Arts, does well, but shows 
lack of professional experience. Possi- 


bility that she will develop into some- 
thing in future, but sometimes it isn't 
the best thing to give a girl the leading 
role in her first Broadway appearance.

BLANCHE RING, star of many 
Broadway successes, and the main- 
stay of “Stepping Sisters,” the hilari- 
ous farce that has been perambulat- 
ing around the Loop in Chicago, and 
has finally settled in the Cort Thea. 
ter for what looks like a long summer 
run, 


it sneers, rants, smirks and giggles above 
and beneath and around the subject of 
sex, never coming ont decently and say- 
ing what it thinks, always remaining 
murkily erotic, and stuffily hiding be- 
hind the skirts of some high-blown 
platitudes put into the mouth of its 
central character. 


As the title may suggest, it is the one 
about the little modern girl who wants 
to “learn about life.” There is the usual 
married man whom she picks as her tu- 
tor. There is the usual highly conven- 
tional gent who wants to marry her. 
There are the usual ffiends who rally 
round to teach her a lesson, and there 
is the usual marriage with the mid-Vic- 
torlan Romeo at the end. Herr Harris, 
however, manages to make the proceed- 
ings more than usually offensive. Final 
scene, which takes place the morning 
after the marriage, as the hymeneal pair 
emerges from the bedroom, is especially 
ripe. But no part of the play is notice- 
ably underdeveloped. 


All of this is studded with gags, two 
of which your reporter culled from the 
first act to prove that he isn’t just being 
an old meanie. One of the flaming ladies 
says that a dance the night before was 
merely hugging set to music. “What's 
the matter with that?’ pipes the hero- 
ine. “The music was terrible,” says the 
dame, 

And, just a few minutes before, the 
self-same heroine describes a gent with 
whom she walks in the woods as a fresh- 
air fiend. “Because,” as she says, “he gets 
into the fresh air and then acts like a 
fiend.” Which should justify anything 
further that your scribe has to say. 


A young lady with the same sort of 
flair for Hancocks possessed by Roy Da- 
avidson (she spells her name Margaret 
Sullavan) romps and gurgles thru the 
title part. For the most part she speaks 
in a Southern accent which, even if it’s 
real, is highly annoying. When she has 
a laugh line she gets around it merely 
by shouting, and at such times she 
sounds for all the world like Mae Dix, 
one of the esteemed members of Billy 
Minsky’s burlicue company at the Re- 
public. She is too all-fired cute to be 
true, and, tho the audience seemed to 
like her, she left this reporter something 
more than cold. Also, if she must fence 
in the course of the action, she’d best 
learn how. 

Roger Pryor, as the married threat, was 
the most ill-dictioned author that these 
ears have ever heard, but the gent has 
a sure-fire sense of comedy values, and 
he’s worth watching.

Two members of cast get 
three-eighths week salaries 
—others disallowed 


NEW YORK, May 23.—Claims 
of the cast of “The First Mrs. 
Fraser” against William A. Brady, 
producer of show, reached Ameri- 
can Arbitration Society this week. 
Dispute arose when show was 
closed after long New York en- 
gagement and road tour several 
weeks ago. Play had run total of 
more than 70 weeks, and in Chi- 
cago for second time it finally folded. 
Notice of closing was posted during 
Thursday matinee, with opus fading on 
following Saturday, and cast claimed 
that a half week’s salary was owed them, 
Equity contract states that closing 
notice must be posted week before go- 
ing dark, and First Fraser bad news gave 
only half week. Salaries for extra haif 
week were claimed to be owed. 

Arbitrators for society allowed two 
members of cast their claims, altho re- 
ducing them from one-half week to 
three-eighths week, ruling that since 
notice went up during Thursday matinee, 
cast was uninformed only thru Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday evening per- 
formances. 

Claims of rest of cast were disallowed. 
No reason was given for action by arhbie 
trators. Probably came for one of seve 
eral reasons or combination of all. 
Most probably because it was claimed by 
Brady that cast had previous knowledge 
of impending brodie, even tho no of- 
ficial notice went up. Also, great length 
of run that actors got from show may 
have been instrumental in deciding 
arbitrators against extra half week. Bee 
sides, there was some question of waivers 
having gone thru.

“The Smiling Lieutenant” 
(PARAMOUNT ) 
At the Paramount 
Producer's footage, 7,654. 
minutes. 
(Release date, August 1, 1931) 
“The girl who stays for breakfast sei- 
dom is invited to stay for supper.” That 
is one of the lines in the sophisticated 
and risque, tho delightfully amusing new 
picture, starring Maurice Chevalier, 
which came to Broadway this week. 
Purely Frenchy is this intimate tale of 
a handsome lieutenant’s loves. Same 
young woman, who utters the epigram 
above when he is forced to marry an- 
other girl, strips a garter from a shapely 
thigh and leaves a note with it saying 
“It was sweet while it lasted,” and later 
when she teaches his wife how to win 
him she leaves the mate to the first 
stocking supporter saying “The first one 
was to make you remember, this one is 
to help you to forget.” 


Just what the blue-nosed censors away 
from New York are going to do with this 
picture is a question. It is delightful, 
it is true and all a matter of mind, but 
still the double entendre is there and 
there for a purpose. The director, Ernst 
Lubitsch, who has proved himself su- 
preme at handling delicate bedroom 
Situations, also has directed this with a 
deft hand. But the story, its situation 
and the dialog are such that it very prob- 
ably will give the reformers something 
to talk about. While there is risque- 
ness, there is also delightful comedy, a 
touch of farce, a bit of burlesque, a tinge 
of satire snd a surprise twist in the 
story that proves invigorating for a 
change. Picture is only for adults, and 
sophisticates at that. If it were only to 
be road showed it perhaps would be 
looked upon more as a legitimate at- 
traction and there would not be much 
molestation from censors who demand 
that films be unadulterated. But for 
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the regular run there no doubt will be 
some question. 


Chevalier has never had a better ve- 
hicle. He is charming as the lieutenant 
of many affairs. He has several song 
numbers, but they seem thoroly in keep- 
ing with the story and fit so nicely into 
the action that there will be no kick at 
their introduction—rather do they en- 
hance the value of the film. Then, too, 
he has the support of two charming 
feminine players in Claudette Colbert 
and Miriam Hopkins, who also sing a 
little and do-an amusing duet to ex- 
cellent returns. George Barbier, as the 
king, comes very close to sharing top 
honors with Chevalier. His performance 
is one of the outstanding things of the 
present film season. Charles Ruggles, 
Hugh O’Connell, Robert Strange and 
Elizabeth Patterson appear in minor 
roles in the excellent cast. 


Story is based on The Waltz Dream, 
by Leopold Jacobson and Felix Dor- 
mann. arranged for the screen by Ernest 
Vadja and Samuel Raphaelson, who 
have managed to get in some rip-roaring 
laughs Music, by Oscar Strauss, is tune- 
ful, and the Clifford Grey lyrics de- 
lightful. 


Chevalier appears as a young lieu- 
tenant who, thru his delightful manner, 
has captured the hearts of feminine 
Vienna. A pal of his tells him he has 
met a beautiful violinist, leader of a 
girls’ orchestra, but will not go alone 
to see her on account of his wife. 
Chevalier accompanies him and, of 
course, the girl calls for him, finally 
spending the night at his apartments. 
It is love at first sight. Shortly after 
this the Princess of Flausenthurm ar- 
rives in Vienna with her royal father 
for a visit. Lieutenant, standing at 
present arms, smiles and winks at his 
sweetheart across the street, just as the 
royal carriage passes by. Princess is in- 
sulted and when the lieutenant compli- 
ments her, she falls desperately in love 
with him and soon a marriage is ar- 
ranged, much against the lieutenant’s 
will and to the breaking heart of the 
viclinist. Lieutenant has no yen for his 
wife; she is plain and dresses like a 
small-town country girl. On his wedding 
night he bids her farewell at the door 
of the bridal suite, much to her chagrin. 


Lieutenant meets the violinist again, 
the musician having@ followed him to 
Flausenthurm. There he is happy in her 
love. But the princess-wife, who is in 
reality not a wife, finds out about her 
and sends for her and they have a hot 
tiff. Musician laughs at the way the 
princess wears her hair, her negligee and 
her clothes and soon teaches her what 
to wear to win her husband’s love. 
Violinist then leaves and the lieutenant 
for the first time sees his transformed 
wife and for the first time demands the 
rights of a husband. But the wife, to 
intrigue him, tries to make him play 
checkers, placing the board on the chair, 
on the table and on the floor.

Wives take a notion 
to retaliate and decide to go to Agua 
Caliente. Men then bring girls to their 
home with wives returning. In the 
meantime, on account of a bum line in 
their contract with the director of the 
next picture, their lawyer has_ their 
property in the wives’ names. Hardly 
have the hubbies signed when wives 
discover contracts and realize that they 
are going to have easy going in Agua 
Caliente. There the wives take up with 
a couple of college lads who are after a 
good meal, having gone broke at the 
gaming tables. Just as they are about 
to have dinner in the ladies’ bungalow 
the husbands arrive, and there is quite 
an amusing comedy scene when the col- 
lege boys pretend to be waiters. Of 
course, hubbies try to get wives and 
money back, which they finally accom- 
plish, but not until they have been 
blackmailed by the two movie girls, who 
have also followed them to the racing 
city.

Popularity of Marlene Dietrich since 
she became a star in American films has 
paved the way for this German-produced 
film to be synchronized. However, it is 
not going to do the new star any too 
much good wherever it happens to be 
presented. While Miss Dietrich looks 
stunning, the story is so unpleasant and 
so unreal that it will only prove a hin- 
drance to her popularity. 

All of the characters act just a little 
insane and there is no sympathy for any 
character in the film. Direction by Kurt 
Bernhardt shows flashes of talent at 
times, even with the terrible story that 
was handed him. 

Story tells of a young son of the owner 
of a steel works forced to marry a girl 
he does not Jove to avoid bankruptcy of 
che plant, the girl’s family having plenty 
of money. Just as they start on their 
honeymoon the boy gets a flash of Miss 
Dietrich on the same train on which they 
are starting their honeymoon. While his 
wife is preparing for bed in her com- 
partment, the husband, waiting in the 
passageway, starts a conversation with 
Dietrich. Wife sees him take her in his 
arms and locks her door. Miss Dietrich 
and a male companion get off at the next 
station. After the train has gained head- 
way the husband pulls the emergency 
cord and leaves his wife and follows 


Dietrich. From then on it is a fight be- 
tween him and the girl’s companion for 
her affection. Girl has told her com- 
panion that the strange boy is her cousin, 
but the gentleman friend has suspected 
otherwise and tells her he will never give 
her up alive. It develops that the com- 
panion had murdered the woman’s hus- 
band because he was a brute to her, and 
now she finds the present gentleman 
more dangerous than the husband. 
Couple try to escape from the hotel dur- 
ing a New Year's Eve party, but the com- 
panion catches them and has a terrific 
battle with the boy, beating him in- 
sensible. Next morning house detectives 
come to their rooms to investigate, and 
while they are interrogating the trio the 
companion shoots Dietrich. She dies in 
the boy's arms, and the last scene shows 
him en route home.

Miss Mackaill looks excellent and wears 
some stunning gowns, but never manages 
to bring the role out of vapidity, and it 
is more probably the role than Miss 
Mackaill’s manner of portrayal. James 
Rennie and Donald Cook have the two 
leading male roles and do the best they 
can with these characters. Dorothy 
Peterson does the best possible with an 
uncertain characterization.

Story by Geoffrey Barnes tells of a 
voung couple who marry and decide to live 
their lives according to no conventions— 
that is, tho they are husband and wife, 
they are not going to be bound by mari- 
tal chains. Wife, tho there is no neces- 
sity for it, takes a job as reader with a 
publishing house and soon has her boss 
goofy about her. Husband is managing 
a radio program and falls for a stunning- 
looking widow and artist on his hour. 
Soon she has him strong, and, while 
wifey knows, she still refuses the ad- 
vances of her employer for whom she is 
also quite strong. After a big party, hus- 
band goes home with still another girl, 
Dorothy Peterson, and spends the night. 
Wife decides on a night-boat trip to Al- 
bany with her employer en route to the 
State capital on a copyright law. But 
wife is still true to hubby. Hubby takes 
the same boat and denounces wife, then 
leaving her.

A fishing travelog accompanied by a 
descriptive talk that proves interesting 
entertainment for those who go in for 
adventure film and even for those who 
do not take much interest in the pis- 
catorial sport. 

Picture was made in Magdalena Bay, 
eff Lower California, and shows nu- 
merous fishing vessels with immense 
hauls of tuna fish, a few sharks and 
other large fish. Some of the tunas 
weigh as much as 1,400 pounds, and the 
manner of capture of these mammoth 
fish is of unusual interest. 

Chiefly exploited features of the film 
are the catching of stingrays, one of 
them weighing 200 pounds, and the cap- 
ture of a 4,200-pound devil fish.

Typical Hoot Gibson picture, from a 
story by Jack Cunningham, with direc- 
tion by Otto Brower. Sally Eilers has 
the leading feminine role and does quite 
nicely. Story has plenty of riding and 
shooting, and for those who love these 
action Westerns this one will hold its 
own, particularly on a double-feature 
program, as it was presented here. 

Story deals with a cowboy who sets 
out to get revenge for the murder of 
his brother. To do this he doubles as a 
notorious bandit and soon brings the 
villain to justice. To accomplish this,

This is Robert Montgomery’s first star- 
ring vehicle, and while it works up to a 
good melodramatic climax that is more 
familiar to the silent days of the movies 
than of the present type screen produc- 
tions, it still does not appear to be the 
exact thing that the Montgomery fans 
would have expected as the vehicle to 
launch him as a star. 


Film story is based on Maskee, by 
Ernest Paynter, and deals with life in the 
navy. It gives Montgomery a chance to 
be a rollicking good fellow, who resents 
his life of a plain gob in the navy, stub- 
born and unwilling to take orders from 
those higher up. It is a far lighter char- 
acterization than most of those that 
have been allotted to Montgomery as 
featured player to many feminine stars. 
However, Montgomery is a darn fine 
actor and he comes thru with an ex- 
cellent characterization. nest Tor- 
rence is splendid as a domineering tho 
good-hearted petty officer. Same is true 
of Hobart Bosworth, as the retiring ad- 
miral, and Cliff Edwards, as Bilge. Dor- 
othy Jordan makes a fascinating hero- 
ine, tho she has little to do. Harry Pol- 
lard has turned out a nice piece of 
direction, particularly in the melodra- 
matic scenes that form the climax of the 
picture. 


Story tells of a young gob who, thru 
a series of amusing incidents, meets the 
admiral’s daughter at a party at which 
the navy officers are the guests. Mont- 
gomery meets them in “civvies” and his 
commanding officers fail “to recognize 
him. Girl is loved by a lieutenant, who, 
after recognizing the boy, makes it hard 
for him. Same is true of a petty officer, 
who later lies to keep the gob out of 
trouble when he plays an amusing prank 
on the lMeutenant. From then on the 
gruff petty officer has plans for this boy 
ana tutors him for an examination to 
the U. S. Naval Academy. Admiral has 
been retired on account of age and had 
always wished to die fighting. On the 
night of his retirement he lingers around 
the harbor. Gob, having struck the lieu- 
tenant in an argument, is runnnig away 
when accosted by the admiral. While 


they stand talking an oil tanker explodes 
near the ammunition barge, endangering 
the entire harbor. Admire] and gob set 
cut to make an effort to cut off the 
flames. They are successful, but are 
badly burned and the admiral drowns. 
Eoy is seen at the finish at Annapolis, 
where the girl promises to wait for him 
during his four years’ study. The Pa- 
cific fleet seen in the film lends inter- 
est.

A good old-fashioned melodrama deal- 
ing with the reformation of a ganster be- 
fore the days of beer running and high- 
jacking, that is, back around 916, with 
Richard Dix as the gangster and Jackie 
Cooper as the kid. Both Dix and the kid 
give excellent portrayals, as do Marion 
Shilling as the girl, Frank Sheridan as 
the priest and ‘Boris Karloff as a dope 
addict. 

This picture was made some years ago 
asa silent under the title of Big Brother, 
with Bert Lytell in the leading role. 
Today it becomes a first-rate program 
picture on account of the human por- 
trayal given the two leading roles. Dix 
is excellent as the gangster who turn 
straight on account of the idolatry of a 
kid boy left in his charge, and again on 
account of the human portrayal of this 
youthful prodigy. 


Story has plenty of action, several 
laughs and a human appeal. It deals 
with a tough gangster, Jim Donovan, 
played by Dix, who takes a kid boy under 
his wing when the boy’s dad is killed in 
a gang fight. The idolatrous love of the 
boy for the crook makes him try to lead 
a different life, and this he does thru 
the aid of a priest and the priest's niece, 
with whom he has fallen in love. Every- 
thing moves smoothly until a representa- 
tive of the Children’s Society has the kid 
taken away and put in an orphanage, be- 
lieving the gangster is not the proper 
guardian for the kid. It nearly breaks 
both of their hearts, but the gangster 
carries on his work until the girl cashier 
is robbed of the payroll. Dix is suspected, 
and to prove his innocence finds the 
robbers, recovers the payroll, is awarded 
the kid and wins the girl. Fred Niblo’s 
direction of the film, based on a Rex 
Beach story, is first-rate.

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Seek Clause 
For New Bill 


Music publishers ask pro- 
tection from false state- 
ments in copyright notices 


NEW YORK, May 23.—While 
many copyright owners of musi- 
cal compositions clamor for legis- 
lation to afford them justice and 
protection, several publishers are 
planning to start a movement to 
have incorporated in the new 
Copyright Bill, which was shelved 
last March and is expected to 
come up again next winter, a 
clause that will protect publishers and 
the public from false statements made 
in conjunction with copyright notices. 

Most important phase of the situation 
is the republishing of non-copyright 
numbers. Publishers who are interested 
in the new copyright phase want the 
sponsors of the bill to provide a clause 
that will compel a publisher to state 
definitely in his copyright notice just 
what he is copyrighting—a revised edi- 
tion of the lyric, the melody or a new 
arrangement. 

From time to time publishers have 
taken old melodies, given it a new lyric 
and printed a copyright notice as 
tho they were issuing a new number. It 
is just another form of bootlegging prac. 
ticed by some publishers who are asking 
Congress to protect them from other 
musical pirates and bootleggers. 

Idea only came up for discussion a 
week ago, but it probably will receive a 
great deal of attention before the legis- 
lators get together in Washington next 
fall.

There are hundreds of tabloiders whose 
talents could be made into good radio 
entertainment. However, many of them 
will never get the break. Not because 
they are incapable, but because they 
lack the necessary initiative.

Redhill and 
Bradford will make an effort to rejuve- 
nate this once popular feature of the 
minstrel first part by restoring the bones 
end of the semicircle, which was cast 
off by the O'Brien and Field shows about 
10 years ago.

local dailies, eager to assist the 
Hale-Munier Players in a heroic effort 
to carry on, refused to accept passes and 
paid to see the show. Believe it or not, 
Mr. Ripley, it happened in Salt Lake City. 
HEREVER it is practicable, the 
most formidable weapon with 
which a resident stock can suc- 
cessfully compete with the talking films 
is the lower scale of prices. Lower prices 
at which stock may be sold is possible 
only when stagehands and musicians co- 
operate with managers and actors. The 
statement issued from the central office 
of the stagehands’ union that “each 
separate union may deal with the prob- 
lem individually” puts it squarely up to 

the locals.

The boys backstage are to be ap- 
plauded or censured this summer season 
according to the attitude they take in 
this matter. Conditions such as re- 
ported from Salt Lake City, where the 
players sacrificed their salaries in order 
that the stagehands might be paid in 
full, reflect no credit upon the boys 
backstage. '

That many resident companies can 
carry on with prices cut to one-half the 
scale that prevailed in former seasons 
(under proper conditions) has been 
demonstrated in the last few months. 
It is demonstrated today in such im- 
portant cities as Cincinnati, where the 
National Players at the Cox Theater are 
Operating successfully at a 50-cent top, 
a price hitherto unknown. in this/ first- 
class theater. 

. * . 

Equity actors everywhere are showing 
a commendable spirit of co-operation 
and doing well their part toward keeping 
legitimate houses open. Their brother 
unionists of the mechanical departments 
of the theater can hardly shirk doing 
their part and at the same time grace- 
fully face the situation. Let’s all get 
together. 


PILLAR of strength supporting the 

living, speaking stage, a brilliant 

star in the theatrical firmament is 
the Pasadena Playhouse, which cele- 
brated May 18 its sixth anniversary. 
Thru the dense fog of shadow drama 
that rolls from the machinery of the 
film makers, darkening the legitimate 
theater and stifling its art, the lamp 
lighted six years ago shines out from this 
temple of Thespis at Pasadena like a 
beacon of hope, guiding and cheering the 
stout hearts that are struggling to bring 
the spoken play again into safe harbor. 
Heartiest congratulations to Gilmor 
Brown. and the devoted group of valiants 
supporting his competent, able arm! 


ND then there’s one about the Scotch 
actor, cast as the heroine’s father, 
whose part was taken away from 

him after the third rehearsal because he 
had three times lost his speech in the 
wedding scene at the point where the 
script called for him to give away the 
bride.

Revive Fancy Fainting Era? 

A producer asked recently if we 
thought the new styles, promising a re- 
turn to almost mid-Victorian days, 
weuld bring a return of swooning, an 
art highly favored and popular in the 
grand old period. Fancy fainting and 
Swell swooning were part of an actress’ 
routine then and in the ‘90s, and if it 
ts destined to return ladies of the thea- 
ter will have some practicing to do inthe 
gentle art of beautifully passing out at 
the right time. 


We have made some inquiries on the 
subject, discovering that opinions vary. 
According to one authority on the sub- 
ject of fashions and period styles, we are 
headed toward the days when swooning 
was one of the favorite pastimes among 
the ladies. However, Edward M. Rutten- 
ber, of Daily News Record and Women’s 
Wear, claims that gals have always 
fainted and they always will. They like 
to faint when the occasion demands. 
Following are some of Ruttenber’s views 
reprinted from Daily News Record: 


“Ladies will always swoon and men 
will always swear when they do. Col- 
lapsible queens have always been present 
and accounted for, and why are emer- 
gency hospitals maintained in depart- 
ment stores if the ladies have stopped 
fainting? Women buckle in the subways 
and fold up in the theaters, and they 
fall head first into piles of merchandise 
on bargain counters. 


“The faint, real and simulated, is one 
of the greatest alibis open to women. 
When words fail in an argument they 
list violently to one side and people 
rush from all sides to support them. 
When hubby shouts that the baked 
beans are too dry or the roast is too 
rare, wifie takes a header off her chair 
and must be dredged out from under 
the table. 


“There never was anything quite as 
satisfactory to some women as a nice, 
ali around, double-breasted fainting fit. 
Faint and all is forgiven. Fail to faint 
and draw a black eye. 


“I cannot entirely share the opinion 
to the effect that swooning is coming 
back. Assuming that women are reviving 
some of their old style favorites, they 
certainly have no intention of going 
back to high collars and tight corsets 
and skirts that drag on the ground. They 
will in all probability strike a delightful 
compromise and we shall all be standing 
about telling them how nice they look. 

“Fainting has never been entirely out 
of fashion. Of course, some women can 
take their faints or leave them, but 
those who have always enjoyed the 
privilege are not going to be influenced 
cne way or the other by fashion. 

“There are various kinds of fainters— 
professional, semiprofessional and ama- 
teur. -Amateurs faint in theater aisles 
and interrupt $5 shows. Professional 
fainters make high drama when some- 
body shouts <n a stirring manner, ‘Every-

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Passing of a Showman 

David Belasco, a great showman and 
the dean of American producing man- 
agers both in years and service in the 
theater, is dead. He died after apparently 
having beaten the serious illness which 
threatened him earlier as he would have 
wished in the midst of preparations for 
a new production. 


And his going was at the flood tide 
of his esteem and affection from the 
public and his contemporaries in the 
theater. Such an outpouring of regret, 
of encomiums, has rarely been wit- 
hessed. Producers, authors, actors, men 
in public life vied with each other in 
paying tribute to his memory. Whole 
pages of the newspapers were devoted 
to resumeg of his life and his work. 


Belasco was peculiarly an actor’s pro- 
ducer. He had been an actor and a 
stage manager so long and the details of 
production were so important to him 
that whatever the intrinsic value of the 
play, it was always carefully, even af- 
fectionately, presented. 


It was because he felt that he was so 
careful of his actors and so fair to them 
that he resented the efforts of the ac- 
tors, thru Equity, in organizing to ob- 
tain basic conditions. He felt that what- 
ever might be required of other pro- 
ducers he should not be asked to sub- 
scribe to obligatory terms. He was con- 
vinced that if contractual conditions 
were left to his discretion he would be 
fair and generous. And when Equity 
replied that minimum conditions must 
bind all actors and all producers he 
would not agree and resisted with all 
the power and influence at his com- 
mand a program in which he saw what 
Seemed to be an unfair curb on his pre- 
rogatives as a producer. 


Yet, tho Belasco fought Equity both 
in 1919 and in 1924, when-he saw that 
none of the things he had feared had 
come to pass, he was big enough to 
acknowledge his mistake and publicly 
to indorse and support Equity and those 
responsible for the conduct of the asso- 
clation’s affairs. 

Even before his death Belasco had 
assumed almost legendary proportions. 
It does not seem likely that there will 
be anyone to take his place. Frank Gill- 
more, Equity president, paying a tribute 
in an address delivered over Station WOR 
the night after Belasco died, said, in 
part: 

“The difference between David Belasco 
and most other managers was that the 
theater was not only his business, but 
his hobby. It was his workshop and his 
temple. It was his first thought in the 
morning and his last at night. 


“A company bearing the Belasco trade- 
mark meant more to more theatergoers 
thruout the country than that of any 
other manager. There was more of his 
personality in his companies than any 
other producer could inject in like or- 
ganizations. His standard was the high- 
est and he never permitted depreciation. 

“I am sorry for all those actors who 


never looked into his kindly face, who 
never talked to him in person, who 
never stood upon his stage. To be with 
Belasco’s company was the greatest am- 
bition of everyone connected with the 
theater. 

“A beacon light on the theatrical shore 
has been extinguished.” 
Henry’s Wives 

Six sketches of the wives of Henry 
VIII of England will be presented at 
Knole Park in Kent, Eng., by Cornelia 
Otis Skinner, an Equity member, about 
the middle of June. Sketches, written by 
herself, will be called Ajfter Holbein, as 
Miss Skinner is using the Holbein por- 
traits of Henry's spouses for models. 
Knole Park, once a part of the royal 
holdings of King Henry VIII is now the 
property of the Sackville family, who 
have held it from the time of Queen 
Elizabeth. Present Lady Sackville was 
Anne Meredith, likewise an Equity mem- 
ber. 


Equity’s View of the Press 

Editor and Publisher - The Fourth 
Estate, a newspaper trade paper, set out 
to gather the sentiment of various repre- 
sentatives of business and professional 
life as to newspapers and newspaper 
men. In particular, it wanted to know 
how its correspondents thought that 
relations could be improved. Now Equity, 
of course, has many contacts with news- 
paper men and a great deal of informa- 
tion upon which public opinion with 
regard to the association, its officers and 
Council and its policies is formed goes 
thru the reporters who come to Equity. 
This then is what Frank Gillmore, 
Fquity president, wrote was Equity's 
view of the press: 


“The Actors’ Equity Association has 
generally been accorded sympathetic 
treatment by the press. It has not, 
however, always been an understanding 
treatment. 

“I am sure that this latter is due to 
two things: the problems of the theater 
are peculiar to it and require special 
knowledge of theatrical custom and pro- 
cedure, which are not always the proper- 
ty of the reporters who are assigned to 
stories in which the theater is involved, 
and the men who have this background 
and knowledge are not always available 
at the time the particular story breaks. 
In this, you will understand, I am re- 
ferring to the press at large and not to 
individual newspapers or newspaper 
men, some of whom are extremely well 
informed on the subject. 


“I can speak only for the Actors’ 
Equity Association, but I am sure that 
I am speaking for the entire theater 
when I regret these conditions. Actors’ 
Equity Association, for instance, always 
takes into consideration the conditions 
of the theater when it is planning a new 
policy. It knows what conditions have 
been, what attempts have been made in 
the past and why they succeeded or 
failed. It has something definite to 
accomplish in taking that step. And 
yet it is likely to draw a reporter from 
some important newspaper or news serv- 
ice who does not know what has *sen 
done before, who does not understand 
what is being attempted in the particu- 
lar case at issue and who, because of 
that ignorance, is likely to misinterpret 
entirely the motives and, indeed, the 
policy itself. 


“It would be too much to expect city 
editors to undertake to see that the man 
who drew the assignment to a story in- 
volving Equity should know as much 
about the association as we who are in 
daily contact with it. But I think they 
might, to an extent greater than they 
do, realize that here is a field in which 
conditions are different from ordinary 
business. They might assemble in the 
press reference libraries occasional books, 
pamphlets, articles and reports of ad- 
dresses in which the customs of the 
theater are set forth and in which repre- 
sentative spokesmen of the theater ex- 
plain what is being done and why. If 
anything unusual seems to be in process 
of development the reporters who are 
to cover it should be referred to these’ 
sources. 

“If the present friendliness of the 
press can only be translated into an 
UNDERSTANDING friendliness Equity 


will have no fear as to the reception of 
its policies.”

Edward—receives $5,000. Morris Gest 
receives $10,000; Hannah Heringhi, a sis- 
ter, $5,000 outright and a life interest in 
$20,000; Mrs. Sarah B. Meyer, a sister, 
$10,000; Esther Martin, niece, life inter- 
est in $10,000; employees in Belasco’s 
service, $1,000 each, to be paid out of a 
$25,000 fund; Elizabeth B. Ginty, Belas- 
co’s confidential secretary, $30,000; Ben- 
jamin Roeder, “friend and employee,” 
$30,000. Only public bequest is $5,000 
to the Actors’ Fund of America. No 
estimate of the value of the estate was 
filed.

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RKO Should Make Its Film-Minded 
* Executives Play in Own Backyard 


HiLie RKO represents nominally only 
one out of five major outfits employ- 
ing vaudeville talent more or less, 

whatever moves are made by this organiza- 
tion are of vast importance to the vaudeville 
profession. Simply because RKO alone has 
held its position thru many seasons as the 
leader of the vaudeville field. Therefore 
when there are signs and portents in this 
outfit of dissension between the vaudeville 
and theater-operating departments it is 
something for the “flesh” protagonists to be 
alarmed about. 

When Hiram S. Brown was selected as 
president of the huge chain swung over to 
RCA by the Kennedy-Ford group after 
they had obtained it from the Albee regime, 
the new leader of the major vaudeville cir- 
cuit came out vigorously for a policy of con- 
tinued espousal of “flesh” policies. But 
Brown brought in with him a group of men 
who are shrewd as regards business, but as 
yet untainted with the slightest suspicion of 
being showmen. And there also came in 
with Brown a raft of picture-minded execu- 
tives and officials. Which made for a po- 
tential proportion of two to one against the 
vaudeville-minded men in the organization. 

George Godfrey fought a losing fight for 
vaudeville as he wanted vaudeville to be. 
Nobody can say that Ben Piazza enjoyed 
greater success or less failure. Now it is 
Charles J. Freeman, despite his inferred de- 
nials, who is holding the vaudeville fort 
against Brown’s “merchandisers” and pic- 
ture-minded pets. Every organization, in or- 
der to remain vigorous and healthy, must 
have a certain amount of argufying in the 
councils of its mighty. But there should be 


a limit to this, and in the case of RKO the 
controversies that are raging between Free- 
man and the theater operators are by no 
means petty or woven of such a fabric as to 


provide a favorable prognosis for the cir- 
cuit. 

Freeman has been forced to fight it out 
all along the line for the dropping of the 
eight-act show policies on the Coast. Vic- 
tory was his in what now looks like the end, 
hut the policies should not have been 
adopted in the first place. That is, if RKO 
were functioning as an organization of its 
magnitude should.’ And more _ recently 
Freeman became embroiled in a controversy 
with the operators over the appointment of 
a vaudeville production executive. 

We give credit where credit is due. 
Brown deserves our commendation for per- 
mitting his little boys to fight out their bat- 
tles among themselves. But here, too, there 
should be a limit. By now Brown should 
have imbibed enough of showmanship to 
make decisions on his own; to be in a posi- 
tion to step in and make his word count for 
something and terminate these controversies 
before they breed ill-feeling and impair the 
operation of the ponderous machine. 

RKO, as a unit, is apparently more pic- 
ture-minded than we thought it to be. If 
this were not the case Freeman would have 
free sway in matters on which he is con- 
ceded to be an authority. Some of RKO’s 
operators have one-track minds that are 
concerned only with film gelatin and sound 
horns. They should be given these toys to 
play with and not overtaxed with matters 
they know little or nothing about. Which 
amounts to the same thing. 


General Business Depression May 
React as Blessing to Carnivals 


a IT possible that the general business 
depression may react as a biessing to the 

carnival business? Indications point 
that way. Several cities of importance have 
opened their portals this year to carnivals 
after having banned them for as long as two 
decades. Such a development speaks weli 
for the future of the carnival business. It 
means, indeed, that some unusually prosper- 
ous years may be expected for those en- 
gaged in the field. 

In connection with this apparent change 
in public opinion it is interesting to note 
that in almost every instance cities are 
booking in carnivals as a means of stimu- 
lating local retail trade. This in view of the 
fact that in recent years the general wail has 
been that carnivals take money out of town. 

Now, with business at a low ebb and 
retail sales few and far between, the local 
merchants know better. They are coming 
to realize. as are the civic authorities, that 
a good carnival located downtown brings 
thousands of people into the retail district 
who would not otherwise leave their homes. 

It speaks well for the carnival operators, 
too, that in the cases reported so far, both 
civic officials and show operators have been 
satisfied with the results despite the fact 
that bad weather has been a severe handi- 
cap. 
We sincerely believe that the carnival 
world can expect fine results from such en- 
gagements. Cities, heretofore closed, will 
open their gates; choice lots will be avail- 
able, puSlic opinion will swing to the side 
of the shows. 

Things aren’t so bad, after all. 


Discriminatory Legislation 

As Practiced in New Mexico 
ISCRIMINATORY . legislation, obvi- 
ously sponsored by motion picture 


theater interests and aimed to kill off 
outdoor amusements of all kinds, is not 


uncommon. Almost every State in the Union 
has been affected by the manifestly unfair 
tactics of the picture barons. 

The most flagrant example of high- 
powered anti-outdoor legislation, however, 
comes from New Mexico where the Tenth 
Legislature has recently passed a bill re- 
quiring payment of a license tax of $100 a 
performance by every traveling or road 
show, circus, carniva!, athletic contest, ex- 
hibition or amusement held or conducted 
outside the limits of any incorporated city, 
town or village. The joker is, of course, that 
ANY PICTURE SHOW PERMANENT- 
LY MAINTAINED IN ANY UNIN- 
CORKPORATED SETTLEMENT IS EX- 
EMPT. 

It is not surprising that this bill was 
passed so quickly and quietly its existence 
is not generally known. Neither the State 
of New Mexico nor the Tenth Legislature, 
which passed it, has done anything of 
which to be proud. Indeed, this body of 
legislators has had the wool pulled over its 
eyes. It has played the sucker. 


When the lawmakers of New Mexico 
show so little intelligence as to permit the 
passage of such unfair legislation it is high 
time the people of the State demand a 
change. It is obvious that those responsible 
for the enactment of this bill made no effort 
to ascertain the true facts; it is clear that 
they were hoodwinked by interests opposed 
to all forms of commercial amusements 


other than pictures. 


ASCAP Should Adopt Reasonable 
Fee System for Small Circuses 


RADE news dispatches from New York 

state that the American Society of 

Composers, Authors and Publishers is 
going to make a determined effort this year 
to collect royalty payments from circuses 
and other outdoor shows. 


There is no complaint on this score. 
Certainly the members of the society are 
entitled to payment for the use of copy- 
righted music. We do think, however, that 
the organization should adopt a system of 
reasonable fees for circuses. 

In attempting to deal with this branch 
of the business it is evident that the ASCAP 
does not understand the problems of the 
smaller shows. It is the opinion of the 
society that all circuses should pay a license 
fee almost equal to that levied upon the 
largest. Anyone with even a slight knowl- 
edge of the circus business knows that this 
is impossible. Small shows cannot afford to 
do this. 

We agree with Melvin D. Hildreth, 
chairman of the Legislative Committee of 
the Circus Fans’ Association of America, 
who has suggested that the ASCAP charge 
a fee of $3 per carload, or its equivalent in 
truck loads, of equipment. Such a tax would 
be fair and equitable. 

But what is more important, it would 
encourage small shows to use modern, up- 
to-date music, whereas now their musical 
programs often are obsolete. Under such 
circumstances, of course, the circus suffers, 
the American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers receives no revenue 
and the song-writing fraternity does not 
benefit. 
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Film “Criticism” As It Is 


Editor The Billboard: 

The editorial in the current issue 
(May 2) hits the spot if the word of a 
newspaper man may. be accepted. For 
several years, as repcrter on a Cincinnati 
newspaper, it was my duty occasionally 
to help out the dramatic critic on what 
newspaper men are pleased to term “re- 
views” of the stage and screen. If I had 
a 10 spot now for every time the dra- 
matic critic advised me to “soft pedal”. 
the lousy pictures screened here the un- 
employment problem would have little 
significance for me. 

For that reason, at least, it did me 
good to see your editorial. Newspaper 
men, as a class, are anxious to report 
things as they find them. But with the 
advertising department growing increas- 
ingly anxious as the balance between 
“debit” and “credit” becomes increasing- 
ly difficult, they cannot help falling 
in line with the “advice” from head- 
quarters. The fault, as I see it, lies en- 
tirely with the managers and chief 
editors. The play reviewer and so-called 
dramatic editors have fallen to the low 
level of glorified messenger boys. Indeed, 
an ordinary high-school freshman could 
do their work as now ordered by the 
paper bosses. 

One flagrant case will suffice to show 
the working of the system. I was sent 
to review Jolson’s initial effort in the 
audible celluloid. It played the Capitol, 
then Cincinnati’s only first-run house. 
I found the picture vile stuff, either 
artistically or as diversion. Even the 
photography was punk, and that at least 
was criminal in en industry so richly 
endowed with this world’s spoils. 

I returned and wrote these impres- 
sions, giving the Jolsonism the shiner it 
merited. The dramatic critic returned 
it to me with the request to “lay off,” 
that the film had been heavily touted, 
that fat lineage seemed assured, etc. I 
trimmed my canvas to the new breeze, 
but still left the review unsatisfactory 
to the boss. It carried the major slams, 
so the only thing he could do was to 
cut out some lines. 

The result may be imagined easily. 
Every one from Ike Libson down to his 
chief stable boss wrote or phoned or 
visited the editor. 

“Next time you send any incompetents 
to see our shows give us fair warning,” 
was the cute ultimatum the advertising 
boss of the film house told the editor. 
“Why, he was the only one in town to 
say anything against the picture!” 

Thus cautioned, I did the next Jolson 
effort to a pretty golden hue. It even 
pleased the advertising boss. But the 
truth is, the film was hardly better than 
Jolson's first. So you see, your editorial 
was not too strong. If anything, it was 
flattering to newspaper “policy.”

One 
that I remember was the drawing of 40 
horses around the track two abreast, the 
driver standing on the last two horses, 
Roman standing race fashion. 

To my notion this act would be a 
thrilling finish to any circus on the road 
today. It was a beautiful sight. 

Another one featured by this same 
show was the “rope-walking horse,” 
altho the rope turned out to be a plank 
elevated five or six feet high. It was a 
stunt that I would enjoy seeing again. 
The Barnum & Bailey Show featured a 
“congress of savage people” One season 
that occupied the entire center of the 
menagerie tent. This feature brought 
many people to the circus who were not 
regular circusgoers. 

Such features had a foundation of 
merit behind them that made the circus 
a much-beloved institution and gave the 
business a momentum that is carrying 
it forward today in the face of all the 
changed conditions that are so seriously 
affecting every other branch of the 
amusement business. 

The old-time managers had vision, and 
while they greatly exaggerated their at- 
tractions, they always gave good measure 
hea up and running over, and when 
they advertised a feature they did not 
put it in an “after show” and charge 
extra for it. 

And now the greatest “crime” in the 
history of the circus has been commit- 
ted

We believe there is a depression, but 
we still believe there is show business 
and we ure positively convinced there 
are some showmen who have not realized 
there is any great depression. 

We had the pleasure of visiting one of 
the optimistic and successful showmen 
last evening who operates a dramatic 
ent show, and when we say dramatic 
show we mean that—not drymatic show. 
The tent theater was well filled. Now 
get us right. The first 12 rows in this 
monster tent theater would hold a crowd 
for the ordinary tent show traveling this 
section. When this world’s greatest tent 
theater is well filled it means that it 
would be two or three nights’ good busi- 
ness for its nearest competitor. 

What is the answer for this business 
enjoyed by Harley Sadler? For it is of 
him that we speak. We will try to 
lay the answer before you. 

First, a capable advance agent. Two 
cf them most of the time. Plenty of 
the best advertising. As high as #8700 
spent in a show stand and country let- 
ting the prospective customers know he 
is coming. He does not keep it a secret, 
as the majority of tent shows do now. 

Second, actors, vaude artists, musicians 
that get by on merit as actors, vaude 
artists and musicians, not their ability 
to drive a truck, etc. Harley runs no 
school for acting and issues no diplomas. 
You must have that when you join. 

Third, plays that are successful, clean, 
moral and, above all, new to the terri- 
tory. Some are New York successes and 
the others are as good or better. 

Fourth, wardrobe, scenery, furniture, 
preps, etc., to fit the play, creating an 
environment for the actor to properly do 
his best. 

Fifth, an orchestra that is superior. 
Vaudeville acts between curtains, not 
just worn-out specialties. 

Sixth, one of the most elaborate tent 
theaters ever constructed, we believe. 

Of course, we realize that not all man- 
agers are able and their territory will not 
suppert a proposition as enormous as 
Harley Sadler’s, but we see no reason 
why the smallest tent show cannot or 
does not meet, to some extent, a few 
requirements necessary to put their busi- 
ness on something like a solid founda- 
tion, such as using an agent, advertising 
matter, plays that are meritorious and 
new to their territory, and, above all, 
people that are capable. There are so 
many of them to be had at salaries that 
the amateurs are getting, or not getting, 
we should say. The difference would be 


if they used actors they would be getting 
their salaries, as they would bring it in. 

The shows of this country seem to be 
“youth mad.” Youth is a_ necessity 
around any show, but it also takes some 
age around it to give it the sturdy, solid 
foundation and personality .that reflect 
prestige. Youth can be overdone, and 
in Many cases we have seen by youth 
the important parts are underdone. 

By our experience, the box-office state- 
ment will give the complete story of 
what is the matter with the show. Hav- 
ing been in all branches of show busi- 
ness, it is our opinion that the trend, if 
any, will be towards dramatic attractions 
this season, if they show any merit at 
all. When times are the hardest is when 
you must give them the best and use 
the most effort to get business. A 
cheap price will not save an inferior at- 
traction, nor will it save a show of 
merit. Hold your prices and economize 
with a better show. I would rather take 
a chance with an expensive show today 
than one with a small nut.

I am inclosing an editorial from The 
Alexandria (Va.) Gazette, the oldest 
daily newspaper published in the United 
States. 

The owner, as well as the president 
and editor, is a warm personal friend 
of the writer. Perhaps it was for this 
reason the exception was made in regard 
to circuses, knowing that I am a Circus 
Fan. (Editorial states. “This does not 
apply to legitimate circuses.”——Ed.). 

The carnival in question was the 
Johnny J. Jones Show, which played 
here last week under the auspices of the 
Firemen’s Convention Fund. Bad weather 
greeted them—rain and cold~—but they 
lived up to their contract with the fire- 
men to the letter and played the week 
at a loss, I am told. of #3,000. 

That is not the question. I very rarely 


attend a carnival because I do not like 
them, but I did visit this one, as I was 
instrumental in getting them a free lot. 
T saw nothing objectionable, neither did 
T find any gambling. It is true, they 
had some booths, but no wheels in op- 
eration, and I have been to charitable 
bazaars where the same methods were in 
vozue. 

If the carnival, which really operated 
four nights, was instrumental in the 
merchants’ customers whom they have 
carried on their books spending beyond 
their means, how about the movie thea- 
ters which operate 312 afternoons and 
nights in the year? 

I made it a point to visit the editor 
of The Gazette this morning with issue 
of The Billboard of May 2 containing 
your editorial under the caption “Does 
the Movie Theater Advertising Influence 
the Daily Newspaper.” I finally got him 
to admit that his contract with the 
movie houses amounted to about $2,000 
per year. He told me he was influenced 
in writing the editorial by a delegation 
of retail merchants. I asked him who 
they were and he named two and then 
told me the owner of the two movie 
houses was among those present, but 
did not take any part in the conversa- 
tion. 

I congratulate you on your editorials. 
It is a pity there is not some means 
by which the dailies of this country 
could publish them so that the non- 
professionals could get a better slant on 
the propaganda being used against the 
outdoor amusements.

Reviewed at the Palace. Style—Com- 
edy and singing. Setting—in three. 
Time—Fifteen minutes. 
Victor Moore has always been identified 
more or less with props and mechanical 
effects for laugh purposes. This vehicle, 


»chosen by him for a vaudeville return 


after several seasons in musicals and pic- 
tures, is a Joe Cook affair looked at 
thru the wrong side of a telescope, and 
while it eventually gets there, it misses 
fire terribly for vaudeville en route. In 
Heads Up it might have been a wow what 
with good sequencing and unimpaired by 
the necessity of condensation. But as 
a three-spot affair for the Palace and 
the first slab of comedy on the bill, it 
is not self-sufficient. Moore has been a 
standard in vaudeville off and on for a 
time longer than the age of some of our 
most briliiant artists today. He is pigeon- 
holed as a dry comedian. In this galley 
scene the dryness does not always chime 
with the audience’s sense of what is and 
isn’t funny. 

As a ship’s cook Moore is on alone and 
taking the feeding of a sprightly girl. 
Personally he is tolerably funny here, 
but the mechanical effects are rather de- 
linquent in providing him with the 
proper material to throw them in the 
aisles. Frequently one of the thingama- 
jigs in the looney galley draws a laugh 
and just as frequently the laugh expected 
does not materialize. James Cassidy, who 
does a good deal of spieling from back- 
stage into a prop. radio set, probably 
is assigned also to work the egg-rolling 
phenomena and other effects. 

The few laughs do not compensate suf- 
ficiently for the draggy portions Moore 
has to wade thru as preliminaries. Miss 
O'Connor, his feeding miss, does a song 
and dance for no good reason. Change 
Your Act or Back to the Woods does not 
hold today for Moore, whose ability as 
a comédian has been oft demonstrated, 
but there’s an implication in that classic 
line that can’t be missed when weighing 
the present act. Two advertising plugs 
in this—one for Pepomint and the other 
for Pillsbury Flour. RKO's exploitation 
geniuses should have tied up and then 
Palace customers would have received 
flour and peppermint candy for a single 
admission. Maybe it’s a good thing they 
missed. But how about RKO’s alleged 
ban on commercial plugs? E. E. S. 


Five Hot Shots 


Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style— 
Dancing. Setting—In one and full stage 
(special). Time—Eight minutes. 

The Five Hot Shots (boys) are typical 
of their native Harlem by giving to their 
act the customary hotcha, brought out 
by speed and syncopation. Just the same 
their dancing act lacks solid punches, be- 
cause they give very little attention to 
solo hoofing, and devote major portion of 
the turn to ensemble work. Latter pro- 
vides no opportunity for exceptional 
pedalistics. Evidence an effort to be dif- 
ferent, but it is better to be along usual 
lines and possess healthy wallops. 

Launch the act with a song-dance 
ensemble on Here We Are, with special 
lyrics for the popular melody.

Both standard performers, Martha Mor.

spots, should have little trouble getting 
along. Material they use is wobbly, but 
they brim over with personality and a 
brightness that makes their stage inter- 
lude a pleasant one. 

For an opening they do a bit in which

DETROIT, Mich., May 23.— 
Jefferson Beach opened for the 
season with the accompaniment of 
bad weather. First three days 
were featured by heavy showers 
and cold weather. Despite this 
handicap, ballroom was crowded 
at the opening and a good attend- 
ance was registered following 
Sunday. Mid-week attendance 
showed a seasonal drop.

Jefferson Beach this year has altered 
its policy for the first time from” its 
operation as a park without game con- 
cessions. A few skill devices of the more 
desirable type have been installed. 

Walking Charley has been removed and 
will be replaced ‘by another concession 
yet unannounced. 

Ground improvements have been ex- 
tensive. These include covering or re- 
placing all sand surfaces over several

HARTFORD, Conn., May 23.—After a 
hot debate indulged in by political chief- 
tains of both parties, the House rejected 
three Sherwood’s Island (Westport) de- 
velopment bills last Friday, but both the 
House and Senate insisted upon appro- 
priating $250,000 for a three-quarter-of- 
a-million-dollar shore resort in Fairfield 
County. 

One representative of the House said 
that “By the time the State spent $600,- 
000 at Sherwood’s Island, it wouldn't 
begin to have what there is at Roton 
Point.” He stated that Neville Bayley's 
site “is a much better proposition finan- 
cially for the State of Connecticut than 
Sherwood's Island.” 


Another representative thought other- 
wise. “I have visited Sherwood's Island, 
examining the propérty at low tide,” he 
said, “and do insist we should not reject 
Sherwood’s Island for any other park 
in Pairfield County.” _ : 

There were other opinions, pro and 
con. 

The whole scramble is, apparently, 
more political than social. The Demo- 
crats favor the island project, the Re- 
publicans lean toward Roton Point, with 
exceptions in each rank, of course.

ever staged at any fair in the East, with 
the finish and artistry as obtains at 
Ottawa's Central Canadian Exhibition, 
London's Western Fair (Can.); Allen- 
town, Pa.; Richmond, Va., and other 
major fairs. Special feature acts will be 
woven around revue. 

Fair will not divert from policy of of- 
fering @ program of rodeo events in 
afternoon, but latter will be distinct and 
separately scheduled from nocturnal 
presentation. Rodeo last year was very 
successful. 

“If this two-show idea proves a draw, 
other well-financed fairs will undoubt- 
edly follow suit,” said George Hamid to 
a reporter for The Billboard. Ottawa 
Exhibition and other first-line fairs have 
adopted a similar policy with success, 
but slight difference is visible in the 
fact that the afternoon acts are gener- 
ally routined at evening program, with 
an additional feature thrown in. Read- 
ing (Pa.) Fair is along this line, with 
night horse races between grand-stand 
acts. ‘ 

Trenton’s last night show was a spec- 
tacle-revue staged by Thearle-Dufield 
Fireworks Company, consisting of a 40- 
people flash and 15 outdoor hippodrome 
and circus acts. 

Hamid said Trenton will be the only 
fair this season which will have two 
separate shows for matinee and evening, 
as far as he knows. 


Legion Leases Fairgrounds 


MADISON, S. D., May 23.—Madison 
Post of American Legion has leased 
county fairgrounds adjoining city and 
will use same for revenue purposes. First 
event will be Yankee Doodle Day, June 18 
and 19, at the time the Spanish-American 
war veterans are in session here.

Premium 
list scored highest of any list in the 
State, making a total of 96 points out 
of 100 in 1939 and tied for first honors 
in 1929 with a score of 95.

* control of all its units, thus tending to 


clean up the ‘hot spots’ incident to the 
organized shows which the management 
of such cannot and sometimes dare not 
reach.”

So far, says “Jim,” the outlook prom- 
ises very much, adding: “If we fail it 
will not be because we did not try, and 
if we succeed it may be that at least 
some real honest-to-goodness showmen 
will then understand that it will be 
good business to understand the amuse- 
ment-loving public enough so that many 
changes may be made in the organized 
development of such amusement. In all 
this we are very much dependent on 
The Billboard.” ;

World’s Highest Tower 
For Chicago World’s Fair 


CHICAGO, May 23.—Tentative plans 
for a monumental project in connection 
with the Century of Progress Exposition 
of 1933 were announced this week. It 
is proposed to build a tower 1,600 feet 
high on a site south of Soldiers’ Field 
in Grant Park. In connection with the 
tower it is proposed to build a huge 
convention hall seating 25,000 persons. 
World's fair authorities are understood 
to be negotiating with people willing to 
finance the convention hail provided the 
legislature grants authority to the South 
Park board to lease or buy the structure 
for public use following the fair. 

A bill authorizing construction of the 
hall and tower was introduced in the 
State legislature this week by Repre- 
sentative Michael Igoe. The proposed 
structure would cost about $3,000,000. 
It would be built of stone to conform 
architecturally with the Field Museum 
and other buildings now in Grant Park. 
An underground passage would connect 
it with Soldiers’ Pield, thus making it 
possible to use the building for winter 
sports and for events which the weather 
makes impracticable in Soldiers’ Field.

OHIO 
(Continued from last issue) 


SECTION : 9884—County societies shall 
publish annually an abstract of the 
treasurer's account in a newspaper of 
the county, and make a report of their 
proceedings during the year. Also make 
@ synopsis of the awards for improve- 
ment in ‘agricultural and household 
manufactures which shall be made in 
accordance with the rules and regula- 
tions of the State Board of Agriculture, 
and be forwarded to the secretary of agri- 
culture on or before the first Thursday 
after the second Monday in January of 
each year. No subsequent payment shall 
be made from the county treasury unless 
a certificate be presented to the county 
auditor from the secretary of agriculture 
showing that such reports have been 
made. 


SECTION 9884-4—If it be shown from 
the report of any county agricultural 
society, from witnesses or otherwise, that 
the annual exhibition held by such so- 
ciety was not conducted along moral or 
agricultural lines or was not of sufficient 
value to justify the expenditure of the 
per capital tax as provided by Section 
9880 of the General Code, the certificate 
for such financial aid may be withheld 
by the State Board of Agriculture. 


SECTION 9887—In any county in 
which there is a duly organizei county 
agricultural society the board of county 
commissioners is authorized to purchase 
or lease, for a term of not less than 20 
years, real estate whereon to hold fairs un. 
der the management and control of the 
county agricultural society, and may 
erect thereon suitable buildings and 
otherwise improve the same. In 
counties wherein there is a county 
agricultural society which has pur- 
chased, or leased real estate for a 
term of not less than 20 years a site 
whereon to hold fairs or where the title 
to such site is vested in fee in the county, 
the county commissioners, if they think 
it is for the best interests of the county, 
and society, may erect or repair buildings 
or otherwise improve such site and pay 


the. rental thereof, or contribute to or 
pay any other form of indebtedness of 
said society. The commissioners are 
authorized to appropriate from the gen- 
eral fund such an amount as they deem 
necessary for any of said purposes. Pro- 
vided, however, that if the amount ap- 
propriated to be expended in the pur- 
chase df such real estate or in the erec- 
tion of buildings or other improvements 
or payments of rent or other forms of 
indebtedness of said society shall exceed 
$10,000, in any one year, such expendi- 
ture shall not be made unless the ques- 
tion of a levy of the tax therefor is sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the 
county at some general election, a notice 
of which, specifying the amount to be 
levied, has been given at least 30 days 
previous to such election, in one or more 
newspapers published and of general 
circulation in the county. The county 
commissioners shall pass a resolution 
euthorizing the submission of the ques- 
tion to the electors and certify their ac- 
tion to the board of deputy State super- 
visors of elections of the county, which 
shall prepare and furnish the necessary 
ballots and other suppli If a majority 
of the vote cast be in favor of such tax, 
it may be levied and collected as other 
taxes. ' 


SECTION 9887-1—In counties wherein 
there is county agricultural society which 
has purchased a site whereon to hold 
fairs, and the title to such grounds is 
vested in fee in the county, but the so- 
ciety has the control and management 
of the lands and buildings, if they think 
it for the interests of *he county, and 
society, the county commissioners may 
levy a tax upon all the taxable property 
of the county for the purpose of im- 
proving such grounds not to exceed one- 
twentieth of one mill in any one year and 
not for a period of more than five years, 
and in anticipation of the collection of 
this tax the commissioners may issue and 
cell the bonds of\the county, bearing in- 
terest not to exceed six per cent per en- 
num, payable annually.

Lachman-Carson meet pee 
idential’ situation regard- 
ing grounds in Kansas City 


KANSAS CITY, May 22.—-The 
Lachman-Carson Shows encoun- 
tered some obstacles, which were 
overcome, relative to their ex- 
hibiting on an amusement park 
site in the southeastern section of 
town this week on which, there 
had never before been located a 
traveling collective - amusement 


organization. The site is in a 
better-than-average neighborhood and a 
half block from the high school, at Lin- 
wood boulevard and Monroe avenue. 

From reports, the first protest cume 
from the high school principal, who was 
under the impression that the shows 
would detract the pupils’ attention from 
their studies, but he withdrew his pro- 
test after the carnival management ex- 
plained that the amusements would 
operate only at night, not during school 
hours. Another protest, followed by a 
threatened injunction, was made, prin- 
cipally thru @ spokesman, by an associa- 
tion which contended that the lot is in 
a residential section and so zoned, tot 
for business purposes. However, there 
were numerous supporters of the cppo- 
site view of the situation, because the 
site, known as Tramway Park, was for- 
merly for many years used for outdoor 
amusements, and when the zoning or- 
dinance went into effect, in 1923, it was 
a baseball diamond. George L. Goldman, 
former councilman and part owner of 
the site, explained to protesters that he 
is a member of the Heart of America 
Showman’s Club, and for reasons he con- 
sidered worthy, including that the show 
would provide employment for many 
local citizens, he had told the manage- 
ment it could use the grounds if a permit 
was obtained from the city. 

City Manager H. F. McElray, who issued 
permit for license for the show, was 
quoted in one of the dailies as follows: 
“The people operating this carnival are 
Kansas City people. They have money 
invested and they give employment to 
200 Kansas City persons. We wouldn't

a head when a difference of opinion 
arose between him and Freeman Thurs- 
day morning on an act. 

According to Tishman, he then turned 
in his resignation and at the same time 
asked to be franchised as an agent. One 
was accepted and the other was granted. 
Following this, Tishman left the booking 
Office and Leffler was yanked as Willi's 
assistant and made the intact booker. 

It is being said, however, that an up- 
heaval in the RKO booking office was 
expected as early as Monday. One re- 
port is that Tishman was given notice 
two months ago that he was out, but 
that’ the order was rescinded by Free- 
man. This is denied by the booking 
manager. 

Tishman asked when seen Thursday 
evening to be quoted as stating that 
Freeman “is one of the whitest men I 
know.” The then ex-booker and newly 
franchis#i agent had nothing but praise 
for his former superior and regret over 
the fact that so many agents and actors 


accepted him and his position in the 
wrong light. 

It is this distrust of the man buying 
the unit shows that caused Freeman to 
institute last week the system of dealing 
with acts direct by J. H. Aloz, head of 
the contiact department, once they had 
been submitted by their: agents. This 
will not pertain to production acts. 

Freeman is in hopes that this system 
will do away with all talk on the part of 
performers and agents that it is neces- 
sary to grease the palm of the booker 
before a route can be obtained. 

It is a remarkable coincidence that 
Tishman’s resignation took place on the 
same date as the last drastic upheaval 
in the RKO booking office, May 21, 1930, 
when George Godfrey was let out, Ben 
Piazza let down and later out and Free- 
man was elevated from supervising the 
Orpheum and Interstate books to the 
general managership of the vaude book- 
ing office. 


Dolph Leffler’s rise to the post of 
booker of the longest and most sought 
after route in present-day vaudeville is 
nothing short of being phenomenal. A 
youngster, Leffler has been in show 
business less than two years, coming to 
RKO July 1, 1929, after being graduated 
from the Uniyersity of Georgia. He 
started under George Godfrey and then 
went, in order, with Johnny Collins, Bill 
McCaffrey and Arthur Willi as an 
assistant. Whether he will remain per- 
manently as the Orpheum and Interstate 
booker depends, according to Freeman, 
on his ability to handle the job. George 
Oberland, who was assistant to Tish- 
man, remains in the same capacity with 
Leffler. Youngest booker connected with 
any circuit, Leffler is booking the long- 
est vaude route. He is well liked among 
his booking colleagues and agents. 

Sam Tishman started in show business 
22 years ago as office boy to Charles E. 
Bray, then the general manager of the 
Western Vaudeville Managers’ Associa- 
tion. After less than a year in that 
capacity, Tishman got his first buying 
job as the booker of the theater in 
Sansouci Park, Chicago. This was in 
1910. From then on and until he came 
to New York from Chicago on February 
1, 1929, Tishman booked every con- 
ceivable kind of show. Brought here by 
George Godfrey, Tishman booked the 
Junior Orpheum Time up until late 
August, 1929, when he resigned after be- 
ing made assistant to Johnny Collins on 
the big-time booking in and around New 
York. Three weeks after his resignation 
Tishman was back in the RKO office and 
in the same job from which he resigned. 
Later he and Harry Kalcheim took over 
the Orpheum books under the super- 
vision of Charles J. Freeman. When 
Freeman became booking manager a year 
ago, Tishman and Kalcheim jointly 
booked the Orpheum and Interstate cir- 
cuits, with Tishman taking sole charge 
when Kalcheim was made Freeman's 
assistant and then the present inter- 
mediate house booker. Considering the 
three weeks he was out in 1929, this 
makes the second time in his 22 years 
in action that Tishman is out of a 
salaried job.

who has been handling the details of 
the Joint Complaint Bureau, and Henry 
Chesterfield, secretary of the NVA, who 
was one of the club's founders and its 
only salaried officer. Major Donovan, 
Chesterfield and Casey comprise the 
Joint Complaint Bureau, and with the 
former two definitely out this bureau 
will pass out of existence. There is 
much speculation in the field regarding 
the effect the abandonment of. the 
bureau will have on vaudeville booking 
conditions. With the bureau definitely 
out there will be no agency to regulate 
standard artists’ contracts, and, unless 
the circuits take some action along this 
line themselves, this will spell the dcom 
of the play-or-pay form brought into 
being by managers affiliated with the 
NVA. 

According to an authentic source, Sam 
Katz, Pat Casey and Henry Chesterfield 
will meet Wednesday to determine the 
disposition of highly important matters. 
One of these will be the possible con- 
tinuation of the Joint Complaint Bureau 


under another arrangement that has 
been force up to now. There also 
will be a discussion of the NVA’s charit- 
able activities, the disposition of its 
2,000 plot cemetery in Kensico and 
whether the closing of the building will 
be temporary or permanent. 

Both the NVA and VMA were to have 
been shut down permanently last sum- 
mer, but the managers came across with 
a plan of relief in the nick of time. Now 
with the NVA Clubhouse definitely set 
to close talk is again around about the 
shutting down of VMA's sumptuous 
quarters at 1600 Broadway following 
suit 

Reasons advanced for the NVA’s clos- 
ing are many and varied. Some state 
that it is a political move to drive all 
those concerned with its management 
out, it being planned to reopen in the 
fall with a new staff. For several months 
all kinds of charges have been leveled 
at the present administration of the 
NVA clubhouse under George Cavan- 
agh, who was put in by Casey five and 
a half months ago. Chesterfield has 
been subjected to indignities of all sorts, 
and his friends allege that a_ well- 
planned campaign was on foot to break 
down his morale and make him resign. 
Chesterfield did not take the hint. The 
principal objection to the manner in 
which the NVA has been run is that 
actors were not accorded courteous 
treatment, that laymen were flooding 
the premises and that the NVA club- 
house is nothing more than a poorly 
run hotel. Cavanagh, on the other 
hand, insisted that he is the only man 
who has succeeded in making the club 
a paying proposition. 

If the clubhouse is being closed be- 
cause Of lack of funds to operate, 
according to those on the inside there 
is something fishy to the whole propo- 
sition. Grosses of the last public drive 
for funds, made available today, show 
that a total of $659,000 from shows, 
basket canvasses and the Chesterfield 
short was collected. Of this amount 
only $200,000 is needed to operate the 
Saranac Lake Tubercular Sanatorium. 
If the clubhouse closes, those engineer- 
ing the move might have to account to 
the public for the moneys contributed 
and the apparent excess still available. 

The NVA, Inc., has been paying 
about $8,000 a year rent to the 229 West 
46th Street Corporation, which is a sub- 
sidiary of the NVA Benefit Fund. When 
asked about the matter of the NVA 
clubhouse being closed because of lack 
of funds, Chesterfield stated that this 
is unlikely, since enough money was ob- 
tained during the drive to keep it going 
at least for another year. So far as is 
known the NVA, Inc., has two years to 
go on its lease of the 229 West 46th 
street property. Chesterfield, as well as 
several others long identified with the 
club, insist that the NVA is not passing 
out of existence, but might have to seek 
other quarters if the Katz-Casey group 
cannot be induced to rescind its closing 
order. 

Affairs of the NVA have long been 
veiled by bureaucratic secrecy. It is 
hoped by many of the club’s adherents 
that everything will come out in the 
open as a result of the latest develop- 
ment.

(Continued ¢rom page 3) 
afternoon performance was that led by 
Peggy Ann Hoover, granddaughter of the 
President, accompanied by her grand- 
mother and group of friends. Unable to 
go was Herbert Hoover III, Peggy’s four- 
year-old brother, who was confined to 
his bed with grip. Included in the party 
were Suzanne Boone, daughter of Capt. 
Joel T. Boone, White House physician, 
and Mrs. Boone; Bobby Joslin, son of 
Theodore Joslin, new secretary to the 
President, and Mrs. Joslin; John Marshall 


Newton, son of the political secretary to 
the President, and Mrs. Newton, and two 
children of Secretary of War Hurley and 
Mrs. Hurley. 

What oldtimers described as perfect 
circus weather brought out in the two 
days crowds estimated as representing a 
total of more than 100,000 people, a 
testimony in part probably to the popu- 
larity of the new municipal circus 
grounds, but generally still often referred 
to.as the Camp Meigs grounds.

road business has gone down since 10 
years ago during period when new high 
rates went into effect. Decline has been 
90 per cent, shown by combined figures 
of Shubert and Erlanger bookings. Dur- 
ing 1918-'19-'20 average of combined 
bookings came to about 190 one-night- 
stand shows a season. During last two 
years combined bookings only’ manage 
to average about 10 such shows. 

Petition says: “While we concede that 
the reasons for this decline are not due 
to one cause, we are convinced that one 
of the important causes for this decline 
is the high cost of transportation. 

“During the period when the road 
business was at its height the party rate 
for road companies was two cents a mile 
for @ party of 10 or more. When road 
business was good, and railroad tates 
were reasonable, it was possible to run 
shows in sequence in small towns, which 
would provide intra and interstate rail- 
road business of considerable propor- 
tions.” 

Now with decline of road theatrical 
presentations are for most part re- 
stricted to Néw York, Chicago ai.d a few 
other cities. Railroads lose plenty money 
because expense of going on road is too 
great. Petition cites case of Fred Stone, 
who canceled Western engagements be- 
cause it would have cost 12 grand in 
fares to transport company to Coast. 

Plenty of other stars and attractions 
are kept from road because of pro- 
hibitive railroad fares, says petition, and 
proceeds to list imposing array of names 
of both stars and shows that would have 
toured, but couldn't because of price. 
Representative of Shuberts is quoted as 
saying that no three-car shows have hit 
for Coast since Jolson in Big Boy, be-

has lost at least 200 cities in which 
shows were accustomed to play. Froh- 
man representative is quoted as saying 
that Katharine Cornell show had to go 
to Coast by boat because of huge train 
costs. 

Instance is also cited of Frohman’s 
spending four grand to transport Cornell 
company from Chicago to San Francisco, 
where it played only five weeks. Reason- 
able r. r. rates would have made it pos- 
sible to stop at all sorts of towns and 
perhaps get as much as 80 weeks out 
of it. 

As things stand now, New York pro- 
ducers sell their rights to local men who 
are on the ground. If rates were lower 
they would find it profitable to take 
shows out themselves. 

All sorts of angles are shown to prove 
that railroads are losing plenty each year 
thru inability of troupes to play small 
towns all along route. Specific instances 
are given, notably that of New York Cen- 
tral. 

Petition also says: “We also respect- 
fully ask that the exception to the re- 
quirement of 25 tickets for a free bag- 
gage car prevailing in the New England 
territory, where 50 tickets are required 
for a baggage car, be abolished, and that 
the requirement of 25 tickets for a bag- 
gage car be made applicable to all roads.” 

Trunx lines will report on petition in 
a month. If favorable answer is received 
League will go before Interstate Com- 
merce Commission with request that 
rates be authorized. If trunk lines ob- 
ject, League is ready to carry fight be- 
fore commission anyhow. 

Dr. Moskowitz, adviser to the League, 
expressed hope this week that reduced 
rates would go thru in time for coming 
season. He refused to comment On prob- 
ability of trunk lines okehing petition, 
but expressed himself confident of fa- 
vorable action when matter is brought 
before Interstate Commerce Commission.

are asked thru The Billboard by Com- 
missioner Geraghty to communicate with 
him either in person or by mail. License 
department's offices are located at 6 
Reade street, which is two blocks north 
of City Hall. In filing complaints by 
mail against gyps with the License De- 
partment performers and even independ- 
ent agents who might be interested in 
cleaning up their own field are reminded 
that they must include in their com- 
munications a bona fide address, prefer- 
ably a permanent address at which they 
can be reached at all times. 

In the case of complaints filed against 
Offices licensed by his department, Com- 
missioner Geraghty has pledged himself 
to do everything possible to expedite 
hearings. This will include the sched- 
uling of hearings at times convenient 
to the complainants and if enough com- 
plaints pile up to warrant such action 
One day a week will be set aside ex- 
clusively for hearings of a _ theatrical 
character. While Commissioner Geraghty 
is fully cognizant of wrongs being perpe- 
trated daily in licensed offices he ex- 
pects most of the complaints to be aimed 
at unlicensed outfits. Pertaining to 
complaints made in this category, he 
will bring pressure to bear on the courts 
to provide for quick action in prosecu- 
tion. In department hearings no ex- 
tonsions will be granted and in court 
cases (as pertaining *to unlicensed of- 
fices) the same procedure will be fol- 
lowed. 

While Commissioner Geraghty is aware 
of the principle of law which makes it 
only fair that as many reasonable ex- 
tensions be granted one accused of a 
misdemeanor, his resolve to avoid exten- 
sions during the drive is based on his 
desire to help the actor. He, as well as 
his aides, realizes that most complaints 
made against gyping offices are general- 
ly evaded by the facility with which ex- 
tensions are granted. Performers are 
frequently forced to leave town on en- 
gagements and are unavailable when 
long-delayed hearings and court cases 
are finally called. Besides, if extensions 
were to be permitted the passage of time 
would make performers less inclined to 
take action against gyps and in this way

would interfere with the only process 
available to the License Department to 
regulate conditions in the indie field. 

License Department inspectors are al- 
ready out in the field assembling data 
for the drive. They are drawing up lists 
of licensed Offices and digging back into 
the department files for complaints, 
these possibly serving as a tipoff to the 
identity of offices that might now be 
carrying on their shady practices. A 
similar procedure is being adopted for 
unlicensed offices who have thus far es- 
caped supervision by the department 
thru posing as “personal representatives.” 

As stirred up as Commissioner Geraghty 
is over present conditions, he realizes 
that disciplinary action in many cases 
will be difficult of achievement due to 
the slick methods adopted by the gyps 
to evade interference. The License De- 
partment is hampered, for example, in 
its attempts to wipe out exorbitant com- 
mission charges by agencies because of 
a recent U. S. Supreme Court decision in 
a test case. The highest court of the 
land held that the State cannot regulate 
commission fees for employment. But 
there is still a loophole left for the 
License Department to proceed against 
the bookers who make a habit of forcing 
artists to lay a disproportionate amount 
of money down on the line in advance 
for bookings. This can be interpreted 
as the use of coercion against actors to 
provide inducements for services ren- 
dered. And such booking methods are 
frowned upon by the department and 
liable to prosdécution or suspension of 
a license. Several of the indies known 
to be employing this version of sharp 
practice are careful, however, to make 
verbal agreements whereby the flat and 
disproportionate sum is handed over 
after the booking is obtained, 


One of the shady practices that is ex- 
pected to be unearthed during the drive 
is the old gag of making a contract with 
an act for three dates at pyramided sal- 
aries. This works out as follows: An act 
is booked for a week at, say, $500, this 
including two theater uates and a club 
agate as a closer. For the two theater 
cates the act gets the disproportionate 
salary of $300 and the remaining $200 
is held in abeyance to cover a single 
day's work. More often than not the 
club date is a phoney and naturally fails 
to materialize. Thus the gyped act is 
paia $300 for six day’s work when it 
should have been paid about $427.80 on 
a pro rata basis. 

In the flat payment and pyramided 
salary gags as well as similar examples 
of gyping the License Department is 
powerless to take action unless it can 
establish a clear case against the gyp- 
ers. An isolated instance is not enough 
to bring a malefactor to justice. Every 
artist who experiences mistreatment of 
this character must be willing to come 
out in the open and act as a complain- 
ant. Without this logical co-operation 
the department’s hands will be tied as 
it has been up to now. 


Actors making complaints will not be 
discommoded in any way, the commis- 
sioner promises. He feels that they will 
be performing a valuable service for the 
profession, as well as his department, if 
they will drop all fear of their conse- 
quences and come out en masse against 
those who are gradually tearing down 
their only means of a livelihood.

motorized “traveling homes.” A new 
electric light'ng plant was added at An- 
derson and provides ample illumination. 
A gorgeous calliophone parades the 
streets, the band usually accompanying 
it to a central point for downtown con- 
cert. 


General Manager Paul M. Lewis is 
very—and justifiably—proud of his band. 
He emphasized that it is the best he has 
ever had, and “there is no better for its 
size in show business.” Tent is a 90-foot 
roundtop, with two 40-foot middle pieces, 
with a 20x30 marquee: 20 lengths of re- 
serves and 20 lengths of “blues;” dressing 
room, 20x30; cookhouse, 20x30—only the 
construction, etc., attaches are fed by 
the show. At present there isn’t a side 
show or concert. There are 30 head of 
ring stock, all owned by management, ex- 
cept the Pinkey Hollis bareback-riding 
horses. Two regulation size portable 
rings are used. 


Performance was one of best ever wit- 
nessed by the writer. with a show of this 
nature, and artists’ wardrobe probably is 
not surpassed by any circus. There were 
no waits in various displays. It was 
especially noticeable that many of rig- 
ging acts were not merely “trapeze,” 
“rings,” etc., but combination offerings, 
with nickel-plated outfits exclusively. Per- 
formance opened with a track tourna- 
ment, all participants admirably ward- 
robed. During acts and sandwiched be- 
tween the clowns made merry, the 
“joeys” including Harry LaPearl, Loretta 
LaPearl, George Jennier, Lawrence Sidell, 
Charlie Pinto, H. Shaw, B. Ray, P. Black- 
burn, Purdy and Mike Garner. LaPearl 
directs the clown band.

A 
prominent former showman who has 
beer residing in Albuquerque since the 
first of this year had not heard of the 
legislation until it was called to his at- 
tention by the general agent of a car- 
nival who happened to be in that city 
recently. 


The new law is known as House Bill 
No. 183, and reads: “An act requiring the 
payment of license tax by every traveling 
or road show, circus, carnival, athletic 
contest, exhibition or amusement held 
or conducted outside the limits of any 
incorporated city, town or village, and 
providing penalties for the violation of 
the act. 


“Section 1. Every traveling or road 
show, circus, carnival, athletic contest, 
exhibition or amusement, of every kind 
and character, to which an admission is 
charged, given or exhibited within any 
county within the State of New Mexico 
and outside the limits of any incor- 
porated city, town or village, on or be- 
fore holding, giving or conducting any 
performance thereof shall pay to the 
county clerk of the county in which such 
performance is conducted a license tax 
in the sum of $100 for each performance 
so given: Provided, however, nothing in 
this act contained ghall apply to any 
picture show permanently maintained in 
any unincorporated settlement, nor to 
any athletic contests or exhibitions en- 
gaged in by the teams or individual 
students of any educational institution.” 


Bill was passed as an emergency. Sec- 
4 pertaining to this reads: “That it is 
necessary for the preservation of the 
public peace, health and safety of the 
inhabitants of the State of New Mexico 
that the provisions of this act shall be- 
come effective at the earliest possible 
time, and therefore an emergency is 
hereby declared to exist, and this act 
shall take effect and be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and 
approval.” 

Any person violating the law shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction be fined not less than 
$50 nor more than $500, or be imprisoned 
in the county jail for not less than one 
month nor more than six months. 

Law was passed in March, but it was 
not until several weeks later that it be- 
gan to become generally known.
